The action of the Court of Appea's 
left the saloon keepers without recourse 
but to obey the law or lose their 
licenses. In-a general way, it may be 
said that the “lid” has been on com- 
fortably tight, though each Sunday has 
witnessed a few violations. 


Magistrate After Everybody.

IN KANSAS 


KANSAS CITY, Kan., July 14. 

W. TRICKETT, special Assist- 
Of ant Attorney-General, thinks he 

has discovered the key to the 
enforcement of the State prohibitory 
liquor law. His solution is a padlock, 
and, for the first time within 25 years, 
the 250 odd saloons in this city are 
closed. 

Where Carrie Nation's hatchet had 
failed, and where courts’ injunctions 
and jury trials had accomplished noth- 
ing, he stepped in and, with one turn 
of the wheel, burned all the liquor in 
the city and locked the owners of the 
saloons out of their own houses. 

The locks were placed upon the 
saloon doors by an order of court. Mr. 
Trickett has notified both the proprie- 
tors of the saloons and the property 
owners that any person guilty of hav- 
ing broken one of these locks will be 
prosecuted for a felony and sent to the 
Penitentiary. 

He undertook the task knowing that 
within the past three months a Mayor, 
a County Prosecutor and and Assistant 
Attorney-General lost their jobs because 
they did not enforce the State law pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquor. 
And hé knew that the majority of the 
citizens of this city *haq declared in fa- 
vor of liquor at the cies only a short 
time ago. 

Although the constitution of Kansas 
forbids the Sale of intoxicants in any 
form whatever, and the statutes provide 
& severe penalty for all violators, this 
city has run wide open for years. Since 
Gov. Folk of Missouri issued his fa- 
mous Sunday closing order, Over a 
year ago, toughs from Kansas City, 
Mo., just across the river to the east, 
have made this city their Sunday ren- 
dezvous. Here, in a prohibition State, 
they could find all the liquor they 
wanted, and could buy it over a bar. 

About six months ago Gov. E. W.- 
Hoch decided to stop the sale of liquor 
in Kansas City, Kas. He began by caus- 
ing ouster proceedings to be instituted 
in the Supreme Court of the State 
against W. W. Rose, Mayor of this city, 
and James 8. Gibson, the County Pros- 
ecutor. Then he appointed W. H. Mc- 
Camish special Assistant Attorney- 
General and instructed him to close 
every liquor “joint” in Wyandotte Coun- 
ty. 

Rose, the Mayor, and Gibson, the 
prosecutor, both went into court and 
confessed judgment, and were ousted 
from office. Rose, however, was nomi- 








nated by the Democratic party for re-| 


election to his unexpired term, and was 

again.made Mayor by an overwhelming 

majority of the votes cast. | 
Meantime, McCamish, the Assistant

‘joints’’ started. McCamish did not stop 
them. 

This went on for weeks; then Gov. 
Hoch summoned McCamish to appear 
before him in Topeka. . 

“You were appointed. by.me to.close 
the joints in Wyandotte County, and 
you have made a failure. I shall name 
another man to take your place,” said 
the Governor. 

Then Mr. Trickett was appointed. His 
first move was to go into court and se- 
cure injunctions against every ‘“‘joint’’ 
keeper in the city and against the own- 
ers of the property upon which the sa- 
loons were located. 

“If you try to sell liquor after this, 
your goods will be burned and your 
buildings wrecked,’ he told them. 


They did not take him at his word. 
They practically ignored the injunction. 
But the new Assistant Attorney-General 
did not wait for the slow process of 
trying to punish them in court; he went 
to the Sheriff's office and asked for a 
posse of deputies. Teams and wagons 
were obtained from livery barns, and, 
with axes, the officers forced their way 
into such of the belligerent saloons as 
were found locked. Where the proprie- 
tors had not received a “‘tip’’ the axes 
were not necessary. But in every case 
bar fixtures were demolished, and all 
liquors found in stock were loaded into 
wagons, hauled to the county court- 
house yard, and piled in one large heap. 
When night came on, a match was 
touched to this and half the business 
section of the city was Illuminated with 
the flames. 

But even this process proved far too 
slow for the new prosecutor. There 
were too many “joints” to attack. in 
this manner. The breweries sent them 
fresh goods. Mr. Trickett was puzzled— 
but only for a day. He passed by a 
factory which had been placed in the 
hands of a receiver. This concern. a 
small one, had been locked up “in the 
name of the §tate,"’ and even the pro- 
>rietor could not enter. 


‘‘Locked up In the name of the State'”’ 
The phrase appealed to Mr. Trickett. 
That same day he went to a wholesale 
house and bought a wagon load of pad- 
locks, and he began to lock up saloons 
‘in the name of the State.’ 

This was only last week, but every 
saloon in Kansas City, Kan., has its 
entrance securely fastened with Yale 
locks, placed there “in the name of the 
State.” 


Padlock His Sobriquet. 


The new assistant attorney general is 
now known as “Padlock” Trickett. Even 


his friends call him that, and he does’ 


not resent it. 

Mayor Rose is still at the head of the 
municipal government, but there is a 
new county prosecutor, and he has of- 
fered to aid. Mr. Trickett in any way 
possible. Rose will Wkely fill out his 
unexpired term, as the United States 
Supreme Court has granted him a writ 
of error from the Supreme Court of the 
State, which fined him $1000 for con- 
tempt. This will tie up all proceedings 
against him. 


IN INDIANA 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 4. 

OLLOWING the downfall of May- 
or Edward J. Bidaman, by the 
decree of court, after one of the

the saloons and at the gaming table. 
Conzman is now in the Federal Prison 
at Fort Leavenworth. 


Bidaman is once more a private citi- 
zen and the “lid’’ is on. When the coutt 


decided Saturday that Buckingham was 
Mayor and that Bidaman had no fur- 
ther right to the office, the old Board of 
Public Safety at once resigned, A 
new board was at once named by Mayor 
Buckingham and its first act was to 
name Chief of Detectives Feller Acting 
Chief of Police. He was immediately in- 
structed to put the most stringent re- 
forms into effect without further no- 
tice. 

The policy of the new administration 
is that the saloons must close at i1 
o’clock at night and keep closed on Sun- 
day—no side or back doors.

In the United States District Court at Chi- 
cago, Judge Landis sentenced the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad to pay $40,000 in fines, and two of its offi- 
___| cials to pay fines of $10,000 each, for giving rebates 
operating to force small shippers out of business. 
In all political parties and in nearly all the states, 
the public mind shows very much the same symp- 
toms of determination to make bad matters better 
before they become worse. The only notable and 
seemingly permanent exceptions are Maine and Mis- 
sissippi as representatives of the meeting vf ex- 
tremes of permanent control by a single party. 


St. Petersburg cablegrams announced that during 
the mutiny of the Seventh Cavalry at Tambov, Cos- 
sack troops refused to fire on thy mutineers. The 
officers alone fired, and some of them were bay- 
oneted by the men. Sebastopol reported revolt at 
Batoum and the seizure of the ironclads by in- 
surgents. According to Odessa dispatches, the 
Southern provinces are “in a state of chaos.” The 
Duma spent much time in discussing and demand- 
ing the abolition of capital punishment, which has 
been abolished by ukase in the past and inflicted at 
the Czar’s convenience regardless of the ukase. It 
was not ‘convenient in the case of Admiral Rojest- 
vensky, who pleaded guilty to hauling down the 
Russian flag and asked to die alone as alone guilty 
of Russian defeat. He was acquitted in spite of 
his plea. M. Leroy-Beaulieu, the French historian, 
who has recently returned from Kussia, publishes a 
statement that “Russia is in actual revolution,” 
which may go on for 20 years. This, however, de- 
pends largely on the Cossack troops. If they con- 
tinue refusing to fire, as at Tamboy, all existing 
question between the Russian people and_ the 
Czar may be disposed of in less than twenty months. 
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NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 
In a book recently published, entitled “The New 
Far East,” by Thomas F. Millard, the author argues 
from the Japanese military policy that grave danger 
to the world’s peace is to be feared from that quar- 
ter. 
“In the absence of probability of encroach- 
ment upon the national territory,’ says Mr. 
Millard, “what does a military policy imply? Against 
whom are such prospective preparations directed? 
Does there loom’in the background a ‘the Orient 
for Orientals’ doctrine, with Japan for a leader?” 
Is there anything alarming in this? 
For two generations the Orientals have suffered 
in pride and materia] interest from thé encroach- 
ments of the West. The far Eastern policy of the 
Western nations seems to have been based upon the 
doctrine, “the Orient for Occidentals.” Is it strange 
that with a dawning consciousness of power the 
Chinese and Japanese should seek to repudiate this 
doctrine and substitute one more in harmony with 
national self-respect and patriotism? 
If the Japanese military policy ‘means no more 
than a determination to compel the Western nations 
to mind their own business, it need not alarm any- 
body. Our Monroe doctrine is defensive. It is not 
a tenet of aggression. If Japan and China apply the 
same ‘principle to Asia they ‘will be well within their 
rights. 
As for their tariffs, it lies not in the mouth of 
American and European statesmen to complain. If 
tariff walls are good for the West they must be 
good for the East, and if Japan builds one around 
herself and her possessions, she but follows our ex- 





ample. 
It is time for the people of the West to acknowl- 


edge the fact that the Orient is waking up. China 
is entitled to national] independence and her own 
peculiar policy. And in good time she will have it. 
We must get accustomed to the idea that China and 
Japan are now positive, not negative factors in 
international politics. Their policies will be made 
at home, not imposed from without. And there is 
as yet no sign of a desire to embark upon a career 
hostile to the interests of Western nations.

Most of the competing 
output of this country and of England also is mere 
trash compared to it The pursuit of the right word 
made Howells an artist before he became a Doctor 
of Literature or Dr. Twain a Doctor of Laws, He 
remains an artist. No one ever finds the right word 
who does not’ become an artist and no one who has 
once become so loses the habit. So the literary out- 
put of Dr. Howells belongs to the fine arts—the 
finest of the fine arts. 

But it was not the well-groomed and justly ad- 
mired Doetor of Literature who found the right word | 
by manufacturing a highly artistic output under a 
monopoly contract. 

The “Right Word” came to a wild and woolly 
prophet from the wilderness in the vicinity of Mar- 
tin Ferry, O. He went out of the wilderness into 
the towns and saw. He went back into the wil- 
derness and thought. He was torn with sympathy 
for human suffering. He suffered beeause he could 
not speak the Right Word, the word all men were 
waiting to hear. When at last he learned and be- 
gan speaking it there was great excitement, ending 
finally in a hue and ery. He was chased, stoned with 
stones and left for dead under a pile of the largest 
dornicks of bad language the most artistic literary 
criticism could supply. S6 much, they said, for How- 
ells, late of Martin Ferry, O. He will disturb us 
no more with his wild and woolly vaticinations of 
liberty, equality, justice, fraternity. 

It was not the end, however, for, after the fash- 
ion of men who come out of the wilderness with 
the Right Word, he revived and went on speaking 
it untid they tried the method of last resort. They 
corralled him, fed him on their own best food, made 
him a Master of Arts and a Doctor of Literature 
and made a contract with him for his entire output. 

He deserves all the reputation as an artist he gets 
under the workags of this contract. People who 
are sick and tired of mere crude absurdities in 
mangled English should read the latest from How- 
ells. It is worth as art far more than they will pay 
for it. 

The Word, the Right Word, that all men are 
waiting to hear, however, is far more likely to 
come now or hereafter from the neighborhood of 
Martin Ferry, O., or Hannibal, Mo., than from the 
elubrooms where Dr. Twain and Dr. Howells are 
now admired as justly as they admire each other.

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THE KEY TO PEACE. 
Representative John Sharp Williams of Mississippi 
has announced his intention to gndeavor to get a 
declaration from the Inter-Parliamentary Union 
against the collection of pecuniary claims between 
nations by threat or force. Mr. Williams compares 
the collection of claims by nations with the aban- 
doned policy of imprisonment for debt. 

All that Mr. Williams says against the threat- 
and-bombardment method of collecting claims is 
true. It is a relic of barbarism. It is one of many 
barbarisms in the conduct of nations towards each 
other which show how far international law is behind 
domestic law. No civilized nation would permit indi- 
viduals to collect debts by foree of arms, yet the 
leading civilized nations send warships to collect 
claims. The reason for the difference between indi- 
vidual and national] methods lies wholly in the ab- 
sence of international means to collect claims and | 
settle disputes without resort to force. The use ot 
force between individuals ceases with the establish- 
ment of efficient legal processes and courts, and it 
will cease between nations when recognized interna- 
tional tribunals are established and are empowered 
by the nations to enforce their decrees. 

It is well to have declarations against the use of 
force, in favor of disarmament and. arbitration, but 
the hope of international peace lies in the develop- 
ment of the international tribunal with the recogni- 
tion and support of civilized nations. | 

Without the recognized court, clothed with author. 
ity, we shall continue to see a wide chasm between 
the sentiment of peoples and the practices of na- 
tions; we shall continue to hear war and other 
barbarisms universally denounced, but see them gen- 





erally practiced. 
Some progress in the direction of humanity and 


peace is being mad Great Britain’s War Secre- 
tary Haldane proposes a reduction of 20,000 men 11 
the British army, with the distinct suggestion that 
Great Britain is willing to lead in lightening the 
armament burdéns of Europe. 

The Red Cross Convention recently held at Geneva 
has widened the scope of humane work in war by de- 
fining the obligations of belligerents toward the 
wounded and dead, and toward field hospital corps, 
and by providing for the protection of members of 
the corps, the hospitals and the medical and other 
supplies. The regulations adopted leave practically 
nothing to be desired in the humane, regulation of 
the conduct of belligerents so far as war will permit. 
All of these advances in humanity and in the sen- 
timent against war mark progress, but the nation 
which will perform the greatest services in the pro- 
motion of peace and the abolitiun of international 
barbarism is the nation which will go furthest in ree- 
ognizing, supporting and promoting the work of the 
international court. What we, need is a nation with 
the courage of the general convictéon in favor of ar- 
bitration to offer recognition of the widest scope of 
jurisdiction and power in the Hague tribunal and 
co-operation with other nations in giving force and 
effect to its decrees.

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THE ANTI-TRUST FUEL. 
The present 9 fi denaturized alcohol which has 


been abolished by good sense of Congress, has been 
in force sitice 1861, writes Day Allen Willey in Tech- 
nical World Magazine for August. As showing how 
it has crippled American industry, previous to 1861 
More than 30,000,000 gallons of alcohol were annually 
used in the United States for manufacturing purposes. 
Under the varying rates of taxation in force since 
that time, the quantity of alcohol used in the arts and 
manufactures has steadily declined, until at the pres- 
ent time the total annual consumption for these pur- 
poses is estimated by competent authorities to be less 
than 5,000,000 gallons. With a per capita consumption 
equal to that of 1860, we should now be using for in- 
dustrial purposes 80,000,000 gallons annually, or 16 
times as much as is actually consumed. In view of 
the fact that the per capita consuming power of the 
Public is now much greater than in 1860, and that the 
number of articles in the manufacture of which alco- 
hol would be used if it were not for its high price 
has been greatly increased in recent years, it is evi- 
dent that the annual consumption of alcohol for in- 
dustrial purposes would be much more than 80,000,000 
gallons. This fact is amply verified by the extent to 
which spirits are used in the arts and industries in 
Europe. Germany alone requires over 70,000,000 
gallons yearly in its industries, while France 
makes over 100,000,000 gallons not only from potatoes, 
beets and grain, but even from sawdust, for a French 
Savant has been successfully extracting 500 pounds 
of sugar and reducing it to % gallons of pure alcohol, 
from a t6n of ordinary sawdust. Consequently we 
can draw power not only from the plants of the field, 
but even from the trees of the forest. 


UNDERGROUND TELEGRAPHS IN ENGLAND 

The British Postmaster-General, in a recent letter, 
says that the Government underground telegraph line 
between London and Glasgow has been completed, 
and that a branch toward Manchester has been fin- 
ished as far as Leeds. An underground line has 
been laid from London eastward to Chatham and an- 
other westward to Slough. Within the present year 
it is expected to extend this line to Bristol.

THE WONDERFUL TELEGRAPHONE. 

Wireless telegraphy has prepared us for almost any 
kind of inventive wizardy, but the ‘“‘Danish Edison,’ 
Valdemar Poulsen, has come forward to prove that 
thére are things quite as mysterious as aerograms. 
For a demonstation of this fact, one has only to talk 
into the receiver of the Poulsen “‘telegraphone,”’ have 
his words invisibly registered upon the wire or disc 
that takes the place of the wax records of a phono- 
graph, and then hear his remarks repeated with a 
distinctness that is startling. In this machine the 
voice is recorded in the form of electro-magnetic im- 
pressions upon a thin steel disc or wire, one-hundredth 
of an inch in diameter. There is not a scratch, inden- 
tation or mark of any kind to indicate that the wire 
or disc has recorded anything. But start the repro- 
ducing mechanism going, pick up the ear piece, and 
the apparently Mank record gives forth whatever has 
been talked into it. There is no scratching sound, 
the words coming from the machine as clearly as 
from a human throat. The faintest whisper, or even 
heavy breathing, is recorded and reproduced in tha 
same way. The record is automatically erased by a 
stonger magnet as a new record is put on, or the rec-

The so-called ‘unwritten law’ is 
only the judgment of men upon the acts 
of men who invade or attempt to in- 
vade the sanctity of the married rela- 
tion. Such acts coming to be known to 
the husband in the first case or to some 
male relative of the woman in the sec- 
ond case, tragedies almost universally 
result, and to deal with the one who 
constitutes himself an avenger juries | 
have with startling uniformity used the 
‘unwritten law,’ and an acquittal of the 
avenger has followed, 

“Whether right or wrong in such ac- 
quittals, the action of the juries render- 
ing such verdicts is merely an academic 
question at present because the practi- 
cal question has been long. settled by 
the general approval given such verdicts 
by the people at large. In cases like tie 
one presented by the World juries 
are prone to take into cunsideration all 
the facts ‘and incidents affecting all the 
parties to the tragedy, and a jury would 
be justified under the ‘unwritten law,’ 
as I understand it, if a verdict in any of 
the lesser degrees of homicide were re- 
turned, provided the facts are proven 
bringing the case within the conditions 
governing the application of that law.”’ 

Judge Isaac T. Wvo0dson says: 

‘The ‘unwritten law’ does not signify 
law, but signifies popular sentiment. 
The answer to the question propounded 
depends, therefore, entirely upon the 
sentiment of the people and not upon 
any judicial opinion. Almost universally 
where a man invades domestic sanc- 
tity the verdict of the people is that 
the avenger of the wrong should be 
set free even if he has technically vio- 
lated the law, but .where a man 18s 
killed upon a suspicion of slandering 
the oman in the case, without any 
evidénce of an attempt at illicit rela- 
tionship, public sentiment would harda- 
ly justify the homicide. There might 
be circumstances of aggravation, how- 
ever, which would tend to mitigate the 
offense and reduce the crime to man- 
slaughter. In each case the question in- 
volved is a question for the jury. Asa 
juror, I would not feel justified tn re- 
turning a verdict of acquittal for the de- 
fendant in the hypothetical case sub- 
mitted.”’ 


KILLING JUSTIFIED 
IN DEFENSE OF HOME. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 14—Judge Hen- 
ry L. Lazarus, a noted jurist, says: 
‘ “If the relation of friend and pratec- 
tor of the girl, who at fhe time was in 
humble circumstances, was entirely dis- 
interested and his conduct and rela- 
tions to the girl free from proper criti- 
cism, I imagine there would have beeh 
no cause of complaint. If, however, 
during the period referred to, under the 
cloak of assistance and protection, im- 
proper relations were maintained, and 
at a subsequent time those relations ter- 


minated and the young woman, recog- 
nizing possibly the error of her way, re- 
formed and her status was changed be- 
cause of her marriage, and if the one 
who originally despoiled her sought to 
disturb the relations then existing be- 
tween her husband and herself by so0- 
liciting her consideration with a view 
to the 'renewal of a past friendship, and 
those facts were brought to the atten- 
tion of the husband, not econjecturally, 
not the result of suspicion, but by un- 
controvertible proof; and if the man 
who sought to re-establish the old re- 
lations‘ and to destroy the then exist- 
ing relations spoke disparagingly of the 
woman whom he had despoiled and who, 
he knew, had reformed and was then 
not only contented with her lot but re- 
spected by the family of her husband; 
I say without hesitation, as a law- abid- 
ing citizen, that under those circum- 
stances a man would be justified in slay- 
ing the man who seeks to despoil the 
virtue of his wife and quiet and comfort 
of his home.”’ 


“THE UNWRITTEN LA 
I$ NOT FOR JURIES. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., July 14.—E. H. Rat- 
cliff, former District Attorney and mem- 
ber of the law firm of Ratcliff & Clin- 
ton, says: 

**T don’t believe in the application of 
the unwritten law as a rule of conduct 
for trial juries.

SLANDER DOES NOT 


Remarks disparaging to a wife will not 
justify the killing. Words alone will not 
reduce homicide from murder; Slaying 
to avenge the past is not justifiable. 

“Slaying to defend wife from impend- 
ing adultery is justifiable, but the dan- 
ger must be so urgent and pressing at 
the time of the killing as to be abso- 
lutely necessary. Slaying to avenge past 
wrongs, however heinous they may be, 
is not justifiable. Slaying under press- 
ing necessity to defend wife against felo- 
nious attack is justifiable, but the dan- 
ger must be real, imminent’ and im- 
pending. 

“The circumstances must be such as 
to exceed the reasonable fears in a ra- 
tional mind and the act must be done 
under the influence of such fears and 
not in a spirit of revenge. Under the 
statement of fact presented I answer: 
A jury would not be justified in finding 
a verdict of not guilty.’ 


NOT CRIME TO

Mrs. Thaw Says She Is Here 
to Defend Her

NEW YORK, July 14.~Without mak- 


ing any comment and positively refus- 
ing to discuss his reasons for his ac- 
tions, Harry Kendall Thaw, now in the 
Tombs awaiting trial for the murder of 
Standford White, today made public the 
fact that he had dispensed with the 
services of his counsel, Black, Olcott, 
Gruber and Boninge, who had represent- 
ed his case up to date, and announced 
at the same time that hereafter his 
counsel would be Clifford W. Hartridge 
of 149 Broadway. 

Thaw’s letter of dismissal to his coun- 
sel is as follows: 


New York, July 14, 1908. 
‘‘Messrs. Black, Olcott, 
Bonynge: 

‘“‘Dear Sirs: After careful considera- 
tion I have concluded to make a change 
in my attorneys, and while I have no 
possible criticism to make of your con- 
duct of my case, my decision is such 
that I have concluded to no longer re- 
tain you as my attorneys. You will, 
therefore regard your connection with 
my case as finished, and will please de- 
liver all papers in my case to Clifford 
W. Hartridge. 

*T have sent a copy of this letter to 
Mr. Hartridge, and ask you to communi- 
cate with him at once, Yours truly, 

“HARRY K. THAW.” 

Mr. Hartridge has heretofore acted as 
personal counsel to young Traw. 

There had been friction for some days 


between Thaw and his counsel, but no- 
body expected that their services would 
be dispensed with by the defendant, 
especially after so much work had been 


defense. 

It is said that Thaw has been balk- 
ing against the insanity plea from the 
very first. He insists that he is not in- 
sane, and that he never was, that he 
will be able at the right time to con- 
vince a jury of 12 citizens that he was 
perfectly justified in killing Mr. White. 


The final crash came today, when 
Thaw learned that an effort-might be 
made on the part of the District At- 
torney or somebody else to have a 
commission appointed as to his sanity, 
and that as a result he might be sent 
to an insane asylum. 

Mrs. William Thaw, mother of Harry 
Kendall Thaw, returned from Europe 
today on the Kaiserin Auguste Victo- 
ria. She was accompanied by her son- 
in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
George L. Carnegie, two maids and Mr. 
Carnegie’s valet. The amy person on 
the pier to meet her was her son, Jo- 


seph C. Thaw. . 

As she was a her stateroom, 
Mrs. Carnegie paused long enough to 
say to the reporters: 

“Mother asks me to say that she has 
returned to America to defend her ‘son. 
She is naturally not conversant with all 
the details of the case. Ali the infor- 
mation we have received is from the 
newspapers and personal cables supple- 
mented by wireless reports aboard the 
boat.”’ 

No effort was made to secure a per- 
mit for Mrs. Thaw to visit her son in 
the Tombs today, and it is not expected 
that she will go there until Monday.

KANSAS CITY, July 14.—Goy. Folk, 
in a recent letter to the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners of Kansas City, for- 
bids the use of policemen to further the 
private purposes of corporations. 

While this complaint is of the conduct 
of a Kansas City policeman, the Gover- 
nor makes it plain that any ‘policeman 
in any city, who improperly serves the 
interest of any corporation or any in- 
dividual, shall not be permitted to re- 
main in the department. 

Evidence was presented to the Gov- 
ernor a month ago that Lieut. Hickman 
was employed by the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Co. to engage a woman 
to entrap the plaintiff in a suit for dam- 
ages against the company, and to ob- 
tain evidence as to his condition of 
health for the purpose of attempfing to 
defeat his suit. The lieutenant testified 
to these facts at the trial. 

The printed record was presented ft 
the Governor by _the attorneys for the 
plaintiff. The Governor laid the case 
before the Police Board with instruec- 
tions to file charges against Lieut. Hick- 
man. This was done, and he is now un- 
der suspension and will be tried in a 
few days. 


The Governor's letter follows: 

Complaint has been filed with me 
concerning the unwarranted use bv cer~ 
tain police officers of their official func- 
tions for private ends. Ordinarily these 
complaints would be referred to the

is alive, as In the darkness the murderer 
probably did not know she was on the 
porch at all. 

“I rushed to the door when I heard 
the shots and saw Kern come down the 
stairs and walk out the gate. He turned 
down the street toward the river and 
walked slowly away.

Kern must have 
held the “ge right against her when 
he fired the second time, for the flash 
started her waist in. a blaze. 

“T erled out, ‘Get some water and 
put out that fire! Don’t let her burn 
to death.’ Somebody, I don’t know 
who, got some water In a pitcher and 
put out the fire, and somebody else 
went for the police. 

“Old Mrs. Lutz never spoke, and 
she was dead when the ambulance 
came. She was killed instantly. 


Tried to Shield the Man, 


“Mrs. Kern spoke once, and, 
strangely enough, it seemed as 
though she was trying to shield the 
man who had brought her to her 
death. For as they were putting her 
in the ambulance my son said to her, 
‘Who was it” And she answered 
faintly, ‘I’ won't tell. That was the 
last time she ever spoke, and she died 
in the ambulance. 

“IT am one of the people who ex- 
pected this very thing to happen," con- 
tinued Mrs. Mathews, after she had con- 
cluded her repetition of Miss Carew's 
story, “I am not much of a hand to say 
‘I told you so,’ but I can not help it in 
this case, for I said months ago that 
this was going to be the end of the 
trouble between Kern and his wife. 
After they separated last August, he 
did not believe she would get a divorce, 
and after she did get her divorce last 
December, he has always belleved that 
she would came back to him. 

“He has hung around the place con- 
stantly, and lately had taken to watch- 
ing the house. 

“There is a saloon across the street, 
and he would ait out on the steps in 
front of that saloon and watch this 
house for hours at a time. I said when 
1 saw him doing that ‘This affair is 
going to end in a tragedy,’ and now it 
has come.”’

The defense will attempt to bar the li- 
bellant from placing any more experts 
on the stand in rebuttal. The evidence 
given by the experts already on the 
stand, that Mrs. Hartje wrote the ad- 
dress on the only envelope which has 
been produced with the pile of Madine 
letters, hag been broken by the proof 
that this envelope was written instead 
by Miss Ida Scott, sister of Mrs. Hartje. 
This was a bad puncture for the testi- 
mony of Hartje’s experts and practical- 
ly discredits all of their testimony. 

Miss Scott will go on the witness 
stand next week and swear that she 
wrote the envelope. 

This envelope, which was directed to 
“Thomas Madine, care of Schulzen- 
berg’s Stable,’’ was one of Hartje’s 
strong cards, as he alleges his wife 
wrote it. Miss Scott will also swear 
that she wrote exhibits Nos. 53 and 54. 
She will tell why she wrote to Madine 
and what business she had with him. 


Enter Coachman No. 3. 


Another coachman entered the Hartje 
case this morning. This coachman, 
whose name the attorneys for Augustus 
Hartje will not divulge, will appear as 
a witness in the case, and will testify 
that he secured the famous 40 letters 
from ‘“Tom" Madine, the coachman co- 


respondent in the case, after gaining 
Madine’s confidence. This witness will 
be used in rebuttal. 

The 40 famous letters today were in 
the custody of Hartje’s counsel. Ate 
torney John M. Freeman of counsel for 
Mrs. Hartje says he will not be ready 
to proceed with the trial of the case 
on Monday unless he gets the letters. 


Mrs. Slocum Threatened. 

It was learned late tonight that 
threatening letters have been written to 
witnesses for Mrs. Hartje. As a result 
Mrs. Alexander W. Slocum, who is said 
to be Mrs. Hartje’s closest woman 


friend, is constantly attended by a phy- 
sicilan and is also guarded by two pri- 
vate detectives. 

Early in the Hartje case Mrs. Slo- 
cum was called to the stand to testify 
as to Mrs. Hartje’s habits and charc- 
ter, and since her testimony she has 
been Mrs. Hartje’s constant attendant. 

Today Mrs. Siocum received a letter 
commanding her to leave Pittsburg, re- 
tract her testimony given in favor of 
Mrs. Hartie or she would be shot. 

Mrs. Slecum took the letter to Mrs. 
Hartie and both women went immedl- 
ately to the office of Mr. Freeman of 
counsel for Mrs. Hartje. It was in 
Mr. Freeman office that Mrs. . Slocum 
broke down from the nervous strain 
and tension to which she had been sub- 
jected. The letters were shown to the 
county officlals and to District Attor- 
ney Robert E. Stewart, but no copy of 
the contents would be given out. 

The letters were then turned over to 
the handwriting experts for reference to 
the exhibits in the case. At midnight 
the exhibits, which are now in the hands 
of Hartje’s counsel, could not be secured 
by the experts, as no accurate judg- 
ment could be formed ag to thé writer. 
It was stated by one of the experts, 
however, that the handwriting of the 
threatening letter to Mrs. Slocum bore 
a striking resemblance, as far as he 
could remember to the writing in the 
majority of the 40 letters classed as 
exhibits in the case. 

When the letters had been turned 
over to the handwriting experts Mrs. 
Hartje and Mrs. Slocum were sent to 
their homes under guard of two private 
detectives, who are constantly guarding

AFTER FIGHT 
WITH NEGRO 
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Parents Says Mrs. McDuffy’s 
Demise Was Due to Fright 
Assailant Caused, 





LIVED MONTH IN FEAR 





She Often Saw Man in Sleep 
After Struggle on 0’Fallon 
Street Porch, 


———— ame 





Mrs. Anna McDuffy wag buried yes- 
terday in St. Peter's Cemetery. She 
was attacked on the night of June 19 
by a negro on the back porch of her 
home, 917 O’Fallon street. Since the at- 
tack Mrs. McDuffy has been extremely 
nervous and her relatives say her death 
was due to the fright caused by her 
struggle with the negro. 

Mrs. McDuffy told the police after the 
attack that the negro had stolen her 
money. and torn part of her clothing 
from her. She fought bravely and the 
assailant was routed, She died Wednes- 
day. Joseph Richardson, colored, of 
1128 North Bighth street was arrested 
after the attack and is still held by the 
police, awaiting trial Monday. 

Only once since the attack did Mrs. 
McDuffy sleep in the O’Fallon street 
house. The night she slept there, her 
father, James West of 1003 Brooklyn 
street, slept in an adjoining room 
with a loaded revolver by his side. 


Every day, from’ the night of the 
attack to her death, she made some 
remark to her mother or other mem- 
bers of her family, showing her fear 
for the negro she identified as her as- 
Sailant and also for all negroes. 

‘J can’t get over that horrible 
dread,’ she said to her mother one 
night. “Every negro I see seems to 
be eyeing me. The way they look at 
me, they scare me. I know I will die 
from the seare when that man at- 
tacked me.” 


Saw Face at Night. 


At another time she said: ‘‘Mother, 
that scare will be the end of me. The 


cold chills go up and down my back 
every time I think of that negro. I 
wake up at night and see his face. It 
is before me, in the daytime, all the 
time. You can’t tell how terrible it ts. 

“When I identified him at the Four. 
Courts,” she said to her mother on 
another occasion, “he glared at me. 
I have seen those terrible black eyes 
every day since then.” 

Mrs. McDuffy once said she had a 
mortal dread of appearing against 
those “terrible black eyes’ Monday. 
Death spared her the torture. 

Mrs. McDuffy, who was a peculiarly 
attractive young woman, was called to 
the back porch of her flat on the second 
floor of 917 O’Fallon street Tuesday 
evening, June 19, by a knock at the 
door. Ags she opened the door she saw 
no one standing before it. Across the 
porch she saw a shadow of a man. 

“What do you want?’ asked Mrs. Mc- 
Duffy, according to her narrative to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the day follow- 
ing the attack. ‘‘He made an insulting 
remark. My heart thumped. I was 
frightened. I knew from his tone and 
skulking manner a desperate man con- 
fronted me. I believed I was fleet 
enough to reach ahead of him the steps 
leading from the porch to the court. 
When.I ran, he ran. We reached the 
head of the steps. at the same time.’’ 

Then began the encounter. The stocky 
negro clutched at her throat. He pawed 
with his gorilla-like claws and tore her 
skirt and shirtwaist from her, according 
to her story. His insulting remarks con- 
tinued with his attack. 

Mrs. McDuffy fought with the des- 
peration it takes to win such a strug- 
gle. She scratched his eyes, pulled 
his hair and kicked him. When Mrs. 
McDuffy descended a few steps into 
the light a horror worse than the 
first impression was felt. In the light 
she saw that the man she was strug- 
gling with was a negro. 

Fearing Light, Man Filed. 

She almost fainted then. The negro, 
afraid to continue the attack in the 
light, fied, —- as a last resort 
what money he found in the pocket- 
book he had wrenched from Mrs. Me- 
Duffy. As he fled Mrs. McDuffy col- 
lapsed. The next day she moved to 
her parents’ home in Brooklyn street, 
where she died. 

Mrs. James West, her mother, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter last night: “My 
daughter was scared to death. A negro 
frightened her so much that she died. 
There is no doubt of it, in my mind. 
Why, not a day passed since tbe attack 
but what she remarked about it. Some- 
times she would look about apprehen- 
sively as though she expected some one 
to strike her from the back. She shud- 
dered whenever she saw a negro. She 
felt someone would kill her after she 
identified that man.” 

James West, her father, said: “She 
was scared to death. I never heard of a 
case like it, but that’s the truth of it.” 

Dr. Robert F. Amyx of 1943 North 
Eleventh street was called in the case 
and arrived just after Mrs. McDuffy 
died. He said: “If the patient were 
subject to valvular heart disease, a sud- 
den shock or excitement causing a 
quickening of the heart action could 
very easily hasten death by heart dis- 
ease without causing an immediate 
death. No one can say the scare did not 
cause the woman’s death.’’

of the Rever Place Church. Rev. Mr. 
Hewson says their troubles began be- 
fore that, or that, at any rate, he had 
trouble before that. 

“My wife was morbidly jealous of me 
before we mov«.! to Reber place,’ he 
said yesterday ai the Sleight home, 
Walton street and Reber place, where 
he. has been boarding since the separa- 
tion from his wife. “She developed the 
habit of taking an opposing attitude to 
me in everything. She opposed my 
views and opposed everything that I un- 
dertook to do. 


“After we came to Reber place it be- 
came worse. She opposed my ministerial 
work. She was jealous not only of the 
women of my congregation, but of the 
men as well. If a member of the con- 
gregation was kind enough to tell me 
that I had preached a good sermon she 
resented it. She was jealous of her own 
baby. She was made angry by my at- 
tentions to it. If I showed affection 
for it she was jealous. If I kissed the 
baby before kissing her on coming into 
the house she resented it. 


“She has seen fit to make public a 
letter I wrote to her in which I re- 
minded her that e had cried for half 
a day because I Jiad put a picture of 
the church buildi beside my picture 
in a paper weight. She resented this 
because she wanted her picture to oc- 
cupy the place next to mine which was 
eecupied by the picture of the church, 
aithough I had her picture on my desk 
in another paper weight I had made 
long before that. The pictures of my- 
self and the church which were pasted 
on the back of the paper weight were 
cut from a church program. My wife 
protested while I was placing the pic- 
tures on the paper weight and worked 
herself into a fury by the time I had 
finished.’’

Plumbers Say They Were 
Forced Out of Business 
by Combination. 





THEIR BUSINESS RUINED 





Actual Loss Amounted 
to $85,,000. 





| SUPPLIES WERE DENIED 





They Allege That Refusal to 
Sell Goods to Them 
Was Illegal. 





That the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing 
Co., the Crane Co., and the L. M. Rum- 
sey Manufacturing Co., are in a trust, is 
the allegation made in the suit for $250,- 
000 damages filed in the Circuit Court 
yesterday against these three firms by* 
the Coyne Bros. Plumbing Co. 

The petition alleges that the three 
firms by agreement refused to sell 
plumbers’ supplies to the Coyne firm be- 
cause it was not in the Master Plumb- 
ers’ Association. This refusal, accord- 
ing to the petition, resulted in an ac- 
tual loss to the Coyne firm of $85,000. 

The suit is filed in accordance with the 
provisions of the Missouri Anti-Trust 
law, which prohibits the formation of 
trusts, pools or combinations to control 
the output, distribution or price of any 
article of commerce or manufacture. It 
provides daily fines and forfeitures of 
charters as penalties and releases the 
customers of such combinations or 
pools from paying for articles bought 
from them. 

The Coyne Bros. Plumbing Co. con- 
sists of M. J. Coyne, president; C. E. 
Coyne, secretary and treasurer, and W. 
R. Coyne, a stockholder. 

The petition alleges that in Janu- 
ary of 1905 the firm was doing busi- 
ness at a profit of $3000 a month and 
that the business was worth $50,000. 
It is further alleged that since March 
of the same year no business was 
done except to finish contracts on 
hand which were completed three 
months later, and that this was the 
direct result of the refusal of the 
three firms, against whom the suit is 
filed, to sell plumbers’ supplies to the 
company.

ORTUNE FOR EACH 
USAGE TRIBESMAR 


Indians Will Receive 480 Acres 
of Land ang’ $4000 Each 
Next Month. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—Some time 
next month the Osage Indians will be- 
come the richest body of red men in 
the United States. Each of the 2100 
members of the tribe will be given 160 
acres of land under the guidance:,of two 


commissioners, who will be appointed 
by Indian Commissioner Leupp, and one 
to be elected by the tribe. In addition, 
each Indian will draw two other allott- 
ments, which will give each member of 
the tribe 320 acres additional If there is 
anything left after the last allotment, 
it will be divided equally among ithe 
tribesmen. Also $8,000,000 in cash, which 
has been held many years, will be di- 
vided. Each member will receive $4000. 
None of the Osages will be allowed to 
gell their land for 25 years, during which 
time the land will remain u@n-taxable. 
All oil, gas and minerals found on the 
land will belong to the Indians, but the 
money from these products will be kept 
for them. by the Government for 25 
years, after which time it will be di- 
vided among the members of the tribe. 
The Osages will still govern them- 
selves by electing their chief, assistant 
chief and tribal council,

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GOVERNMENT BY AND 
FOR THE PEOPLE IS IN 
DANGER, SAYS BREWER

TEXARKANA, Ark., July 14.~—Justice 
David J. Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court made a notable address 
yesterday before the {tate sar Asgsso- 
ciations of Arkansas and Texas on the 
rise, growth and development of the 
Government of the United States under 
the Constitution adopted by 
vention of 175%. 

The Justice said that before the adop- 
tion of the constitution the 13 states 
were only a confederacy or league, 
under which there could be no stability, 
but with the adoption of the Soderat 
Constitution, the nation was born. The 
Constitution was so worded that it 
could admit of two separate and distinct 
constructions; hence there arose two 
different schools of statesmanship, and 
these continued their debates through- 
out the ‘first period of the Govern- 
ment’s history, and these different views 
had to be met by the Supreme Court. 

“Things remained in a somewhat cha- 
otic condition,” he said, “until (Chief 
Justice John Marshall, whose wonderful 
career was almost without a rival] in the 
world's annals, came to the bench. 
This great man gave a number of fam- 
ous dec isions, the keynote of which are 
that the Federal Government is 
preme.”’ 


Upholds Rights of States. 

The speaker said he had no desire to 
enter into a discussion whether ‘‘United 
States’ should be regarded as a singu- 
lar or a plural noun. In the early days 
it was customary to say the United 
States ‘“‘are,’’ but since the war the 
singular designation has been growing 
more and more in favor. The speaker, 
however, was emphatic in his conten- 
tion for the rights of the states not 
delegated to the Federal Government 
in the great covenant—the Constitutton. 

‘The Government, ‘however,”’ he said, 
“is an ‘indestructible pnion - of inde- 
Structible-states, a nation in the fulest 
sense,,and not a mere league, and thé 
Federal power at Washington, within 
lits proper limits as laid down in the 
Constitution, is supreme over the gov- 
ernments of the individual states.” 

Of Justice Taney, who succeeded Jus- 
tice Marshall, he said that it had been 
predicted that Taney would interpret 
the Constitution along different lines 
from those of Marshall, but that the 
prediction had failed of verification. 
Justice Brewer quoted the Dred-Scott 
and other decisions to show that 
Taney’s views were strictly in line with 
the doctrines of his distinguished prede- 
cessor. 

Faney had abused and misrepresented, 
and by reason of the war his career, as 
a jurist, had been temporarily ob- 
scured,”’ said Justice Brewer. ‘‘But no@ 
he is everywhere recognized as a worthy 
successor of the great John Marshall, 
and his décisions will stand as lasting 
monuments in the history of American 
jurisprudence. During the period before 
the war the Supreme Court gradually 
established the stability and perma- 
nence of the Government between the 
two schools, and the arbitrament of the 
sword sustained John Marshall.”’ 

The speaker next took up the period 
that has elapsed since the Civil War. 
He instanced many things going to 
show that since the close of that great 
conflict the tendency had been con- 
stantly and continuously moving toward 
wand in favor of an enlargement of na- 
tional power and Federal authority.

a disposition to practically eliminate 
State lines and relegate states to the 
condition of large counties, with nearly 
all authority at Washington. This ef- 
fort assumed well-defined form ‘directly 
after the war, but Chief Justice Chase 
in the famous ‘Texas case’ again sus- 
tained the record of the Suprerme Court 
for the nonpartisanship and fiilelity to 
its sacred trust in the immortal de- 
cision which declared for autonomy for 
the commonwealths that this was an in- 
union of indestructible 


Decision in 
“With many,” 


states. 

“The desire to centralize power at 
Washington was responsible fer the 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments to the  Constitution— 
amendments which aimed at a restric- 
tion of the powers of the states, and a 
corresponding enlargement of national 
authority. The Supreme Court has been 
called repeatedly to pass on cases in- 
volving the autonomy and _ reserved 
rights of the. states, as threatened in 
these post-bellum amendments; but in 
each decision the original doctrine of 
John Marshall has been fully sustained.”’ 

Justice Brewer alluded to the decisions 
in the Debs case, the income tax case 
and others as showing the rights of the 
Constitution to control the commerce.of 
the country and-keep open the piiblic 
highways by force of arms whem” neces- 
sary. He laid emphasis on thé fact that 
the Tenth Amendment reserved to the 
states all the rights and powers not ex- 
pressly delegated to the national au- 


thority. 

“All are agreed,’ said the Justice, 
“that the national . Government has 
power to acquire territory, and also to 
lay down the lines of government for the 
same, but I do not believe that the 
framers of the Constitution, after a war

lonial yoke, meant to confer power on 
the Government to secure colonies and 
govern them as conquered provinces, 
without allowing them an eqlial voice 
‘in government.”’ 

It was clear from Judge Brewer's re- 
mark ‘that he believed the Constitution 
should follow the flag wherever it might 


go. 

“This is an age,” he said, “when 
there seems to be a general tendency 
to centralization along nearly all 
lines, and especially in matters of 
government. There has been, and 
still is, a mad rush to Congress, ask- 
ing of that body that it deal with the 
divorce question, the question of po- 
lygamy and other kindred subjects 
‘which are.proper subjects for State 
regulation only. The Federal Consti- 
tution provided that a man to be a

citizenship; but lately. there has been

whatever legislation is placed on the 
Statute books. In a measure the se- 
curity of a government of the people, 
for the people and by the people, is 
seriously threatened. 

“There are new conditions of social 
and business life now to those that 
prevailed at the time of the adoption 
of the Constitution, and there may be 
changes needed in the organic law to 
meet such conditions, but if so,” said 
the speaker, with emphasis and sin- 
cerity in his tones, “let them be made 
in the manner provided and prescribed 
by the Constitution. I believe this 
nation, as a nation, possesses as 
great powers as any other nation, and 
all these powers come from the peo- 
ple: but if more power is needed let 
it be secured in a constitutional way. 

‘It would,” said the speaker, “be a 
sad day for this country if the Su- 
Ppreme Court should undertake to 
make changes in the laws in any oth- 
er way than that prescribed by the 
Constitution. -We speak of England 
as a monarchy, but Canada has great- 
er power than our individual States. 
in Switzerland the powers of govern- 
ment are very limited, and no Ameri- 
can, even, would blush to own that 
lie Was born in that country.” 

The orator said he. rejoiced much 
in’ the magnificence of the great na- 
tion, but far more in the individual 
character and manhood of the differ- 
€nt Stutes. 


Nation Relles on Individual. 
“The nation’s greatest glory and se- 
curity,” he said, “lay not in the magnif- 
icent Capitol at Washington; not in its 


steel navy or in its armies, but in build- 
ing up a spirit of individual citizenship 
Such as feels its responsibilities and its 
duties and with the courage to meet and 
discharge them individually. Much is to 
be heard in these days of the cOmmun- 
ity of interest, the brotherhood of man, 
solidarity, .ete.; 
comes from the free and voluntary ac- 
tion of the individual man, acting as 
such.’ 

The speaker arraigned combinations of 
both capital and labor in so far as they 
oppressed or interfered with the rights 
or liberties of the individual. It was a 
crime to oppress and it was not right to 
hound or denounce as a “scab” any 
individual who desired to earn an hon- 
est living as an individual on his own 
responsibility. 

‘We will never pass the danger line 
of our Government until each individ- 
ual man feels that upon him rests the 
destiny of his country,’ was one of the 
dec larations made by the speaker. 

Justice Brewer. was not pessimistic, 
he said, but believed in the future of the 
country, and that there would be a res- 
urrection of the glory of the past. 
Dangers threatened, however; men were 
teaching themselves to depend too much 
on the Government and not enough on 
their own individuality and character, 

“The greatest’document ever penned 
by mortal man was the Declaration of 
American Independence,’’ he declared, 

“and it asserted the right of every in- 
dividual to life and berty and the 
pursuit of happiness, and Patrick Henry 
had made himself immortal by asking 
for ‘liberty or death’—not the liberty of 
Government, but of the individual.” 

The speaker, in his closing sentences, 
grew fervidly eloquent. 

“I have always loved those words of 
the man of Galilee,” said he, ‘which 
State that ‘In my fathers’ house are 

many mansions’—prepared for those 
who voluntarily accept them as habita- 
tions, but if the Almighty should say 
to me ‘You must. enter into the king- 
dom,’ I feel that the Brigio- Saxon blood 
in me would cause my spinal column to 
stiffen and enable me to say I won't.” 


Need More Nathan Hales. 


The future doubtless will bring with 
it many changes; there will be storms 
in the future as there have been in 
the past, but the Government will live, 
that is certain. Nothing can ever 
shackle the Golden Rule or strike down 
the Declaration of Independence. The 
country needs more Nathan Hales, more 
Patrick Henrys, more of the spirit of 
individual patriotism and self-sacrifice 
such as inspired the fathers of the re- 
public. It is only through and by such 
that ours can be made and preserved, in 
deed and truth ‘the land of the free and 
the home of the brave.’ ”’ 

The address was applauded enthusias- 
ically at intervals during its deliv- 
ery. The vast audience seemed to hang 
almost breathless on ‘every word of the 
orator. 

At the close of the address Justice 
Brewer was given an ovation such as 
has rarely been extended Ao any orator 
in either Arkansas or Texas.

NEW YORK, July 14.—The marriage 
of Mrs. Leslie Carter, America’s fore- 
most emotional actress, and William 
Louis Payne, a little-known actor, as- 
tonished theatrical folk and the inti- 
mate friends of the couple when the 
facts were made public today. David 
Belasco, Mrs. Carter’s manager and tu- 

tor, was prostrated. 

Mr. and Mrs. Alfred T. Payne, par- 
ents of the bridegroom, refused to cred- 
it the news, and members of the Lambs’ 
Club, where Payne is a favorite, de- 
clared that the newspapers had been 
the victims of the greatest hoax of the 
year. 

The marriage of Mrs. Carter and 
Payne was solemnized Friday at noon 
in the little Episcopal Chapel of St. 
John at Portsmouth, N. H., but a few 
hundred rods from the spot from where 
_the Japanese and ese a peace treaty 
Was signed last Octobe 

Considerable mystery surrounds the 
hasty preparations for the wedding, and 
facts brought to light during the day 
indicate that when the full story is told 
it will be found to contain even more 
of interest, for Mrs. Carter has known 
the actor only a few days. 

The tale of a marriage certificate, 
torn during a lover’s quarrel, and the 
subsequent issuing of a copy that the 


ceremony might be performed, comes 
from Portsmouth. It is also said there 
that the actress concealed her marriage 
with Leslie Carter, the Chicago mil- 
lionaire, who divorced her in 1890, and 
that the prospective bridegroom gave 
the city clerk false information when* 
he set the age of Mrs. Carter at 30. In 
some States these perversions of fact 
would serve to invalidate the marriage 
contract, but in New Hampshire the 
marriage laws are lax and the ceremony 
will stand. 
Match Hastily Made. 


That the match was hastily made and 
that even the intimate friends of the 
motoring, party, of which Mrs. Carter 
and Miss Norma Munro were the lead- 
ing spirits, did not know the plans of 
the couple is certain. So far as could be 
learned today, the actress had never 
met Payne until two weeks ago, when 
he joined the party accompenied by 
Morgan Coman, Jack Devereux and Ac- 
ton Davies, with whom he was sharing 
the McGill summer cottage at Sea- 
bright. 

hen the party was complete, it set 
off in two touring cars for Mrs. Carter's 
Summer home at Shelter Island and 
then headed’ for Maine, stopping en 
route at Portsmouth. 

Love-making must have proceeded 

th the speed of the flying autos, for 
when Portsmouth was reached Payne 
quietly slipped away from the porte and 
bought a marriage license. The others 
went on to Portland, Me., but returned 
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rector’s two daughters as witnesses, 
Belasco Dumfounded. 
Belasco utterly refused to believe 
the reports until he received a tele- 
phone message early this morning 
from the bride. She was at that 
time at the Hotel Touraine, Boston, 


where the party had gone after the 
ceremony. Just what was said over 
the wire is not known, but Belasco 
later told a reporter that Mrs. Car- 
ter-Payne had verified the report of 
her marriage. 

At that very hour the actress was 
denying to Boston newspaper men 
that she had wed, or had any inten- 
tion of taking a husband. A little 
later she left Boston in her auto- 
mobile after sending a score of tele- 
Srams. She was aecompanied only 
by her maid and chauffeur. 

The other members-of the party, in- 
cluding the bridegroom, had already 
left the city by train or motor, head- 
ing in the direction of New York. It 
was understood in Boston that the 
actress was bound for Shelter Island, 
but she had not arrived there at a late 
hour tonight. 

After briefly attesting the truth of 
the marriage, Belasco shut himself in 
his working studio and refused to be 
seen. At ‘his office In the Belasco 
Theater it was said that he was out 
of the city and would not return for 
some days. Benjamin Roeder, Belas- 
cos general manager, disappeared, all 
desks were shut down and a pall 
seemed to hang over the place. 
Belasco is upset because the marriage 
of his star may overthrow the fulfill- 
ment of the plans of many years. He 
and Mrs. Carter have risen to the 
heights of fame together. They have 
struggled, lost and won in common, 
and, it is said, jointly own the fine pro- 
ductions in which the star has appeared, 
as well as the lease and luxurious fit- 
tings of the Belasco Theater.

His First Intention Was to Aid

MUSKOGEE, I. T., July 14.—Claiming 
to have arisen from the dead and his 
story credited by a large number of 
the fullblood Indian population near his 
place of residence, not far from the'site 
of the old Elm Spring Mission Station, 
near Tahlequah, Tooley Catron, a Chero. 
kee Indian of some. 4% or 2 years, is 
just now the center of more attention 
than is usually accorded one who has 
never been known beyond the narrow 
confines of his neighborhood. 

Not many days ago, young Catron was 
returning from Tahlequah, a distance of 
about ten miles from his home, _Travel- 
ing on foot after the manner of many 
of the fullbloods, he came to the Illinois 
River, and there being no boat in which 
to cross the stream, he proceeded to 
wade across and had just reached the 
opposite shore when without an in- 
stant’s premonition of illness, he suda- 
denly fell unconscious on the gravel bar. 
There he remained for some time when 
he was found by passersby, who, sup- 
posing him to bé dead carried him to 
his hut in the forest near Barren Fork 
Creek. 

There Catron was laid upon his bed 
and efforts made to restore him to con- 
sciousness, but to no avail, and he was 
given up for dead. 

Funeral Is Arranged. 


All the next day he lay stark and cold 
and it was decided to bury him on the 
following day. Consequently, prepara- 
tions for performing the last offices 
were begun, but after all, the interment 
was not to be, for before the sun had 
arisen on the day set for the funeral ob- 
sequies, Catron began to show signs of 
returning animation, and by the time 
the sunbeams were dissipating the mists 
in the Barren Fork alley, the sup- 
posedly dead man was very much alive 
and ready to partake of food and drink 
and in a few days as strong as usual, 
was to be geen about his usual haunts. 

But while he was well physically as 
ever, the processes of Catron’s mind 
were diverted into other channels. 
Whereas he had, previous to his uncon- 
scious state, entered into the common- 
place conversations, of his companions 
with readiness, he now assumed a great- 
ly changed manner of speech. His de- 
meanor, too, was different. He assumed 
a more dignified carriage. 

All of this was in itself, surprising to 
his neighbors, already mystified by his 
return from what was supposed by them 
to be death, but their surprise was even 
greater when Catron informed them 
that he had really been dead, had seen 
both heaven and hell and the position to 
be occupied in the unseen world by the 
red, white and black races. 


Has a Mission Now. 


His future on earth, he indicated, 
would be different from what it had 
beén in the past. In conversation with 
an old acquaintance, Catron informed 
him that he (Catron) was like the Lord, 
in that he, too, had been dead and had 
arised. Claiming at first to be a man of 
business, Catron purchased a suitcase 


and, going to Welling, boarded a train 
suying that he intended going to Wash- 
ington, for the purpose of consulting 
the President on public questions. of 
importance. However, he did not make 
an —". journey, but was back 
home ihn a few days, making prepara- 
tions for preaching, and addressed a 
large crowd of fullbloods in the moun- 
tain regions, far down the Llinois River. 
Catron is a slender, dark man of ordi- 
nary appearance and one of the last 
that would be supposed to have a ‘“‘mis- 
sion’’ to perform, but his having so 
strangely fallen into what was appar- 


lently the state of death and having re- 


turned, will no doubt, cause him to be 
regarded with a pecullar veneration and 
awe by large bands of his people. 


DRINK SPRING WATER

NEW APPOINTEES READY 








Governor Can Call Out Militia 
but Will Have Resort 
to Courts. 


LINCOLN, Neb. July 14.—The de- 
fiance of the head officers of the State 
Insane Hospital at Norfolk, who have 
been requested to surrender possession 


of the institution in favor of Gov. 
Mickey’s new appointees, has inspired a 
grand jury investigation into the. con- 
duct of the asylum. 

Today at Norfolk County Attorney 
Koenigstein, acting on the recommenda- 
tion of the Governor, served the re- 
quired legal notice upon the District 
_— for the summoning of a grand 
ury. 

The removal of Drs. Alden and Nichol- 
son from the management of the insti- 
tution was decided upon by Gov. Mickey 
after a private inquiry by himself had 
disclosed gross brutalities On the part 
of attendants toward the patients. 

The executive discovered that it was 
the practice of attendants to choke un- 
ruly patients with towels until they 
were insensible. One patient was first 
choked and then beaten until he died 
three days later. 

Refuse to Be Ousted. 

Gov. Mickey’s investigation disclosed 
that Drs. Alden and Nicholson had 
sought to cover up the practices of the 
offending attendants, and for this he 
decreed that they should be _ super- 
seded. 

A demand by the Governor on 
Thursday that Drs. Alden and Nichol- 
son vacate met with a defiant refusal, 
forcing the Governor to take action to 
depose them. The executive hints at 


indictments for manslaughter against 


the attendants involved in the death 
of the patient. He has it in his power 
to summon a squad of militia to force 
the asylum officers to vacate, but his 
probable recourse will be a resort to 
the courts early next week. 


WRECK VICTIM DEAD.

Fourth Marriage to Result 
From. Secretary’s Recent 
Tour of Orient.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—~Miss Annie 
Ide. fiancee of Representative Bourke 
Cockran, is the eldest daughter of, Gov. 
Gen. Ide. She is regarded as a beau- 
tiful and charming young woman and 
is highly accomplished. She speaks 
several languages and is a musician of 
some note. She is exceedingly popular 
with the army and navy set on the 
Pacific Coast, in Washington and Ma- 
nila, and is a genera] favorite. She has 
spent but little time in Washington. 

This is the fourth romance and mar- 
riage as the result of Secretary Taft's 
personally conducted party to the Phil- 
ippines. As a result of this trip Rep- 
resentative Nicholas Longwort and 
Miss Alice Roosevelt: fell in love and 
were married at the White House at 
the most brilliant and notable social 
en ever held in that historic man- 
sion. 

Miss Ide and her sister joined the 
Taft party at Manila and made the trip 
with it to China and Japan. On thelr 
return from the Orient last fall Miss 
Ide and her sister went to Santa Bar- 
bara. Cal., and in Jaruary Cockran 
went West’ and in company with Miss 
Ide, her sister and some friends, made 
a trip through Southern California and 
to the Grand Canyon. It was on this 
trip that the romance which began on 
shipboard culminated in the betrothal. 

No time has bene set for the wedding. 
It will occur in Washington probably 
early in October. Gov.-Gen. Ide will 
sail from Manila shortly after Sept. 1 
and wil] reach this city about Oct. 10. 
In the meantime arrangements for the 
wedding will have been made.

Mrs. Ida Kuhn was found dead at the 
dining room table in her home at 
East E street, Belleville, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. She had the end of a gas tube 
grasped in her teeth and death had been 
caused by asphyxiation. Coroner Irwin 
held an inquest and returned a verdiet 
of suicide. 

The dead woman was the wife of 
Henry Kuhn, a well-known insurance 
man, who had left her only a few mo- 
ments before. 

They had started for their horse and 
carriage to take the regular afternoon 
drive. They walked toward a livery 
stable. Mrs. Kuhn said she had forgot- 
ten to attend to something at the resi- 
dence and asked her husband to proceed 
to the stable and return to the house 
for her. This he did. 

Tube Between Her Lips. 

When Mr. Kuhn arrived at his home 
with the vehicle the house was locked. 
He let himself in with a latch key and 
called for his wife. There was no re- 
sponse and he searched the rooms. In 
the dining room he found his wife dead, 
her head resting on the table, the tube 
between her lips. 

Physicians were immediately sum- 
moned, but the gas had done its work. 
Mrs. Kuhn had been a victim of mel- 
ancholia for a long time. She had been 
under treatment at a hospital and her 
condition was thought to be much im- 
proved. It is believed that she suf- 
fered a severe attack suddenly. 


TAX FEES TEST CASE. 


Indiana County Official Must

W. C. Greene places credence in the 
rapidly spreading and generally credited 
rumors that there is going to be serious 
trouble in Mexico on Independence Day, 
Sept. 16, if not an actual revolt, is made 
certain by a consignment which passed 
through here by express today. 

Sixteen casess of arms and ammuni- 
tion billed to Col. W. C. Greene, Here- 
ford, Ariz., and marked personal, sev- 
eral of them said to contain machine 
guns, passed through New York. The 
consignment is all the more mysterious 
since it is shipped two stations west of 
Naco, the regular transfer point for 
Cananea. 

It would seem to be the intention to 
thus slip the arms into Cananea un- 
known to the Mexicans, the authorities 
of course being aware of the plan. 

American mining men of standing con- 
nected with thel biggest Mexican corpo- 
rations are daily reporting that dissat- 
isfaction exists in Mexico with the pres- 
ent-low wages, the large land holdings 
of cértain privileged classes, the high 
taxes on the working man, etc., and this, 
coupled with the fact that Americans 
are getting more wages, is arousing the 
natives.

Reed, Irene Powell and Augusta Diggs 
gre held as accomplices. All are related 
except Gibson and the Diggs woman, 
who was Powell's mistress. She has 
made a confession that corroborates 
the chain of evidence.

Marked in the gore of the victim that 
lone bit of evidence existed when the 
officers finally went to work upon the 
case.

BUCHAREST, July 14.—That the po- 
litical situation in Russia is worse now 
than ever before in the history of the 
Czar’s dominions, and that the liberty 
of the pre8s is only one symptom of 
the anarchy in Russia, is the conten- 
tion of Debrogeanu-Gherea, a Russian 
economist and literary critic who, 
though taking refuge in Roumania, has 
not severed his connections with the 
revolutionists in his native land. In an 
interview he said: 

“The political situation in Russia was 
never ag bad as now. he Duma and 
the Czar are reaching an agreement 
and officials do as they please. The ed- 
itors write what they please and the 
bureaucracy acts upon its own whims. 
Recent liberty of the press is one more 
sign of the anarchy which resigns in 
Russia, Some papers print what they 
please without their editors being pun- 
ished, others again are imprisoned or 
shot for much tamer articles. 

“The same thing applies to speakers. 
In the Duma revolutionary discourses 
are. pronounced daily without punish- 
ment, while there are in the same coun- 
try hundreds of men in prisons for say- 
ing less revolutionary things outside, 


Prison Tortures Heavier. 


“T must tell you, however, that, in 
spite of these indulgences, there never 


was a period of more terror in Russia 
than the present one. At no other time 
in the history of the nation have there 
been so many persons imprisoned, at 
no other time have so many been killed, 
many without even a trial. The ireat- 
ment of the prisoners wag never as 
outrageous as it fs today. The case of 
the Spiridonova girl, of which you have 
been informed, is absolutely correct and 
is only one of many instances. 

“The hunger strike, which used to be 
a rare occurrence in the Russian pris- 
ons, has become general now. It is the 
only means of protest the prisoners 
have. Many unfortunates who fought 
for Russia’s freedom pour kerosene on 
their clothes and burn themselves alive 
to escape the tortures of being fed by 
compulsion. 

‘“‘Let me quote you a few cases and 
you will see that I am not exagerating. 
I will leave out atrocities like those of 
Bylostock. I will give you a few in- 
stances which came to light through 
the laborious investigations of the cour- 
ageous Viadimiroff, editor of the Twen- 
tieth Century. Here are some from 
Riga, a locality where laws were al- 
ways respected and where the police 
as a rule feared to be as barbarous as 
in other places, but the martial tribunal, 
under the guidance of Gen. Harbuzoff, 
terrorizes the district. Here is the way 
in which ‘justice’ is given by the tribu- 


nal: 

“Capt. Pavlovsky arrested four men 
on a charge of having taken weapons 
from a guard. The same night they 
were taken to a lonely fleld and asked to 
confess. All protested innocence. Capt. 
Pavlovsky then took one man aside and 
urged him to confess. He answered: 
““T am innocent.’ 

“The Captain, enraged, called to the 
soldiers, ‘Fire at the rascal!’ 


Others Admit Gailt. 


“A few seconds later the man was 
dead. A second was dealt with in 
the same way. The remaining two, 
who witnessed it all, became horrified 
at the fate of their comrades and said 
they were guilty. 

“In this manner 38 persons were 
convicted in Riga alone in a short 
time. Eight were executed, although 
six proved alibis.” 

Horrified by his own story and by 
going to relate, 
Mr. Gherea, after a lapse of a few 
ininutes, continued: 

“What I told to you is nothing in 
comparison with what I am going to 
tell you. Remember, I am giving you 
fucts, investigated and verified by 
Viadimiroff himself and printed in his 
own paper, which is published in Rus- 
sia. 
“Even children are not spared by 
the savages, who abuse their power 
in the most bestial manner. Two 
children, a boy of 13 and a girl of 12, 
were sentenced to death for revolu- 
tionary activity by the Martial Court 
in Riga. The sentence, it is hardly 
believable, was carried out! The 
children were tied to a pole and shot. 
“The little girl was crying in agony, 
‘Save me, mamma!’ while the boy 
begged that his eyes should not be 
hidden. He said he wanted to die like 
a hero, looking death in the face. A 
thousand persons witnessed the exe- 
cution, among them the mother of the 
children, whose cries filled the air. 
The boy comforted her, saying: 

“To not weep, mother, I am going 


to papa.’ 

‘The father of the children had 
been killed by the tools of autocracy. 
All those present wept and none will 
ever forget this stain on Russia's his- 
tory.

WASHINGTON, July: 14.—Organized 
labor has organized for the purpose of 
making itself a factor in the coming 


congressional campaign. 

“We are not organized as a political 
party,” said President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor today, 
“but we shall do all that is within our 
power to make the country see that we 
are a political factor. We have influ- 
ence and power in this country and I 
am free to make the prediction that 
when the Sixtieth Congress convenes 
omy of the familiar faces will be miss- 
ng.’’ 
The failure of organized labor to pro- 
cure the enactment of an eight-hour law 
and of the Anti-injunction bill resulted 
in this political movement which is to 
demonstrate the strength or weakness 
of the labor vote as such, in a campaign 
involving the defeat of men who op- 
posed them in Congress and the election 
of pledged men in their stead, or the re- 
election of men who have received the 
approval of the officers of the American 
Federation. 

“The preliminary steps have been tak- 
efi to put every member of the House of 
Representatives on record with regard 
to proposed legislation advocated by or- 
Sanized labor. If satisfactory an- 
swers are not received or if the member 
addressed ignores the communication, 
he is to be put on organized labor’s 
black list and it is expected that mem- 
bers of the federation will vote and 
work against all blacklisted candidates. 


Will Exact Bonuses. 


**This circular letter,’”’ said Mr. Gomp- 
ers today, ‘‘has not yet been sent out. It 
will be put in the mail within the next 


10 days, and we shall expect an answer 
from every member to whom it is sent. 
Organized labor has grown tired of hav- 
ing promises made to it during the cam- 
paign, only to be broken when the op- 
portunity comes for redemption. We 
shall put every member of Congress on 
record, and our blacklist will contain the 
names of those men who refuse to give 
support to the just demands of labor or 
who ignore our pleas entirely.

Howard 
Blandford, supposed to have been killed 
in a train wreck near Birmingham, 
Ala., in October, 1901, was seen alive 
and well in Sidney, Australia, not long 
since, where he is living in a new coun- 
try, under a new name and with a new 
family. 

Noel Cooper, an Owensboro globe 
trotter, has just returned from the trip 
on which he saw Blandford and imme- 
diately told his story to Blandford’s 
wife, from whom he has never been di- 
vorced. He also has two children here 
who are living with their grandparents. 

Cooper saw Blandford at a deck in 
Sidney and his salutation took the fu- 
gitive completely off his feets He at 
first denied that he was Blandford and 
gave another name, but finally admit- 
ted his identity and told his friend 
something about his recent life. He 
had sailed from Mobile, Ala., on about 
the date of the Birmingham train 
wreck and had first gone to Hongkong, 
China, and then to Australia. In Aus- 
tralia he had married again and was 
prospering as the representative of a 
large Chicago packing house. He 
talked to Cooper frankly for a short 
while and then seemed to get uneasy 
and soon hastened away. 

The supposition that Blandford had 
perished in a Birmingham wreck was 
based on very doubtful circumstances, 
the chief one of which was that he could 
be traced to Alabama and was there 
lost. Several unidentified persons were 


killed in the wreck and it was taken for 
granted that he was in the number. His 
wife and relatives made many attempts 
to verify their suppositions, but were 
never successful. 

His wife says that she can see no other 
explanation of his deserting his children 
and parents than that he was tempo- 
rarily insane from excessive cigarette 
smoking. She will take no immediate 
steps against him and will make no 
effort to communicate with her husband. 
It is probable that Blandford’s mother 
and father will attempt to reach him by 
letter. 

Howard Blandford was a well-known 
man of Owensboro and had many friends 
here who thought him the otcupant of 
an unmarked Alabama grave.

‘were assaulted, Sept. 28, 1906. From evi- 
dence due to the same finger print 
“Monk” Gibson, Henry Howard, Bethel 
Reed, Irene Powell and Augusta Diggs 
are held as accomplices. All are related 
except Gibson and the Diggs woman, 
who was Powell's mistress. She has 
made a confession that corroborates 
the chain of evidence. 

Suspicion was first directed against 
Gibson, a slender boy of uncertain age 
—perhaps 18—and he was arrested by 
Rangers under Capt. McDonald, after

BUCHAREST, July 14.—That the po- 
litical situation in Russia is worse now 
than ever before in the history of the 
Czar’s dominions, and that the liberty 
of the press is only one symptom of 
the anarchy in Russia, is the conten- 
tion of Debrogeanu-Gherea, a Russian 
economist and literary critic who, 
though taking refuge in Roumania, has 
not severed his connections with the 
revolutionists in his native land. In an 
interview he said: 

‘The political situation in Russia was 
never ag bad as now. he Duma and 
| the Czar are reaching an agreement 
and officials do as they please. The ed- 
itors write what they please and the 
bureaucracy acts upon its own whims. 
Recent liberty of the press is one more 
sign of the anarchy which resigns in 
Russia. Some papers print what they 
please without their editors being pun- 
ished, others again are imprisoned or 
shot for much tamer articles. 

“The same thing applies to speakers. 
In the Duma revolutionary discourses 
are pronounced daily without punish- 
ment, while there are in the same coun- 
try hundreds of men in prisons for say- 
ing less revolutionary things outside, 


Prison Tortures Heavier. 


“T must tell you, however, that, in 
spite of these indulgences, there never 


was a period of more terror in Russia 
than the present one. At no other time 
in the history of the nation have there 
been so many persons imprisoned, at 
no other time have so many been killed, 
many without even a trial. The ireat- 
ment of the prisoners was never as 
outrageous as it is today. The case of 
the Spiridonova girl, of which you have 
been informed, is absolutely correct and 
is only one of many instances, 

“The hunger strike, which used to be 
a rare occurrence in the Russian pris- 
ons, has become general now. It is the 
only means of protest the prisoners 
have. Many unfortunates who fought 
for Russia’s freedom pour kerosene on 
their clothes and burn themselves alive 
to escape the tortures of being fed by 
compulsion. 

“Let me quote you a few cases and 
you will see that I am not exagerating. 
I will leave out atrocities like those of 
Bylostock. I will give you a few in- 
stances which came to light through 
the laborious investigations of the cour- 
ageous Viadimiroff, editor of the Twen- 
tieth Century. Here are some from 
Kiga, a locality where laws were al- 
ways respected and where the police 
as a rule feared to be as barbarous as 
in other places, but the martial tribunal, 
under the guidance of Gen. Harbuzoff, 
terrorizes the district. Here is the way 
in which ‘justice’ is given by the tribu- 


nal: 

“Capt. Pavlovsky arrested four men 
on a charge of having taken weapons 
from a guard. The same night they 
were taken to a lonely field and asked to 
confess. All protested innocence. Capt. 
Pavlovsky then took one man aside and 
urged him to confess. He answered: 
““T am innocent.’ 

“The Captain, enraged, called to the 
soldiers, ‘Fire at the rascal!’ 


Others Admit Gailt. 


“A few seconds later the man was 
dead. A second was dealt with in 
the same way. The remaining two, 
who witnessed it all, became horrified 
at the fate of their comrades and said 
they were guilty. 

“In this manner 38 persons were 
convicted in Riga alone in a short 
time. Eight were executed, although 
six proved alibis.” 

Horrified by his own story and by 
‘what he was still going to _ relate, 
Mr. Gherea, after a lapse of a few 
ininutes, continued: 

“What I told to you is nothing in 
comparison with what I am going to 
tell you. Remember, I am giving you 
facts, investigated and verified by 
Viadimiroff himself and printed in his 
own paper, which is published in Rus- 
sia. 

‘Even children are not spared by 
the savages, who abuse their power 
in the most bestial manner. Two 
children, a boy of 13 and a girl of 12, 
were sentenced to death for revolu- 
tionary activity by the Martial Court 
in Riga. The sentence, it is hardly 
believable, was carried out! The 
children were tied to a pole and shot. 
‘The little girl was crying in agony, 
‘Save me, mamma!’ while the boy 
begged that his eyes should not be 
hidden. He said he wanted to die like 
a hero, looking death in the face. A 
thousand persons witnessed the exe- 
cution, among them the mother of the 
children, whose cries filled the air. 
The boy comforted her, saying: 

‘Tyo not weep, mother, I am going 


to papa.’ 

“The father of the children had 
been killed by the tools of yee A 
All those present wept and none will 
ever forget this stain on Russia's his- 
tory. M. Estruc, a French Army of- 
ficer, who, through the window of his 
residence witnessed the execution, 
said that not only his wife and his 
mother-in-law shed _ tears, but he 
cried. When he heard a denial of the 
execution of the children, he declared 
that any one daring to repeat the de- 
nial in his presence would have to 
fight him or retract the words.

WASHINGTON, July: 14.—Organized 
labor has organized for the purpose of 
making itself a factor in the coming 


congressional campaign. 

“We are not see as a political 
party,” said President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor today, 


power to make the country see that we 
are a political factor. We have influ- 
ence and power in this country and I 
am free to make the prediction that 
when the Sixtieth Congress convenes 
a? of the familiar faces will be miss- 
ng.” 
The failure of organized labor to pro- 
cure the enactment of an eight-hour law 
and of the Anti-injunction bil] resulted 
in this political movement which is to 
demonstrate the strength or weakness 
of the labor vote as such, in a campaign 
involving the defeat of men who op- 
posed them in Congress and the election 
of pledged men in their stead, or the re- 
election of men who have received the 
approval of the officers of the American 
Federation. 

“The preliminary steps have been tak- 
efi to put every member of the House of 
Representatives on record with regard 
to proposed legislation advocated by or- 
Sanized labor. If satisfactory an- 
swers are not received or if the member 
addressed ignores the communication, 
he is to be put on organized labor’s 
black list and it is expected that mem- 
bers of the federation will vote and 
work against all blacklisted candidates. 


Will Exact Bonuses. 
‘*This circular letter,” said Mr. Gomp- 
ers today, ‘‘has not yet been sent out. It 
will be put in the mail within the next 


10 days, and we shall expect an answer 
from every member to whom it is sent. 
Organized labor has grown tired of hav- 
ing promises made to it during the cam- 
paign, only to be broken when the op- 
portunity comes for redemption. We 
shall put every member of Congress on 
record, and our blacklist will contain the 
names of those men who refuse to give 
support to the just demands of labor or 
who ignore our pleas entirely. In due 
time that list will be given to the people 
of this country.”’ 

The pointed question whether organ- 
ized labor would endeavor to defeat 
Speaker Cannon was evaded by Gomp- 
ers. 

‘It would be idle to give any names, 
at this time,’’ he said, but the inference 
was drawn from Gompers’ attitude that 
organized labor was preparing for a 
great fight in the Eighteenth Illinois, 
where organized labor professes to have 
once before defeated Mr. Cannon for 
election for the House.

His Death in Birmingham 
Wreck Five Years Ago 
Reported. 





FAMILY BELIEVED RUMOR 
Man Who Saw Him Says He 
Admitted Acquiring An- 
other Household. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OWENSBORO, Ky., July 14.—Owens- 
boro has another Enoch Arden case and 
again it is the victim. of a _ railway 
wreck who has come to life. Howard 
Blandford, supposed to have been killed 
in a train wreck near Birmingham, 
Ala., in October, 1901, was seen alive 
and well in Sidney, Australia, not long 
since, where he is living in a new coun- 
try, under a new name and with a new 
family. 

Noel Cooper, an Owensboro globe 
trotter, has just returned from the trip 
on which he saw Blandford and imme- 
diately told his story to Blandford’s 
wife, from whom he has never been di- 
vorced. He also has two children here 
who are living with their grandparents, 

Cooper saw Blandford at a dock in 
Sidney and his salutation took the fu- 
gitive completely off his feet. He at 
first denied that he was Blandford and 
gave another name, but finally admit- 
ted his identity and told his friend 
something about his recent life. He 
had sailed from Mobile, Ala., on about 
the date of the Birmingham train 
wreck and had first gone to Hongkong, 
China, and then to Australia. In Aus- 
tralia he had married again and was 
prospering as the representative of @ 
large Chicago packing house. He 
talked to Cooper frankly for a short 
while and then seemed to get uneasy 
and soon hastened away. 

The supposition that Blandford had 
perished in a Birmingham wreck was 
based on very doubtful circumstances, 
the chief one of which was that he could 
be traced to Alabama and was there 
lost. Several unidentified persons were 


killed in the wreck and it was taken for 
granted that he was in the number. His 
wife and relatives made many attempts 
to verify their suppositions, but were 
never successful. 

His wife says that she can see no other 
explanation of his deserting his children 
and parents than that he was tempo- 
rarily insane from excessive cigarette 
smoking. She will take ne immediate 
steps against him and will make no 
effort to communicate with her husband. 
It is probable that Blandford’s mother 
and father will attempt to reach him by 
letter. 

Howard Blandford was a well-known 
man of Owensboro and had many friends 
here who thought him the otcupant of 
an unmarked Alabama grave.

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Golfers Claim That Upper Hand and Arm Should Do Most of 
the Work in Long Hitting, While Both Hands Count 
Only in Snaps, Bymps and Cuts.

Scotrhrnen, who go deeper tnto the 
caness and effects of things than any 
other people, save perhaps the Germans, 
have long ago discovered in their great 
game, golf, that the grip on the club 
means a great deal in hitting of balls. 
Their chief and most interesting dis- 
covery that the closer the hands are 
held together the greater power dis- 
tance and accuracy of stroke. 

As a general rule baseball players do 
bring their hands close together in hard 
hitting, but they do not know why or 

even that they do it. A glance at the 
picture of Stone's preparatory and ex- 
ecutionary grips will show this. while 
Stone holds his hands some inches apart 
while addressing the pitcher, he slips 
them one ovér the other in action. 

The Scotch have also discovered and 
proven to their satisfaction that of all 
golfers, that in long hitting the upper 
of left hand right hand—nzost golfers 
are right handed-—does or should do 
at least 75 per cent of the force and ef- 
fect. In long hitting with wooden clubs 
golfers use the lower hand largely 
to merely direct and control the stroke 
while the upper hand applies the great- 
cr part of the power. 

How very correct this theory is proven 
in practice can be seen from the manner 
which many batters, notably Lajoie and 
Stone, secure great power when they 
let go with their lower hand and prac- 
tically make the stroke ‘with the upper. 
It is also demonstrated in batting fun- 
go files, where the bat Is merely held 
in the right, or lower hand, and whipped 
into the ball with the upper or left 
hand. It is also shown by the manner 
in -which some one-handed men can hit 
very hard and to great distances. 

Use of the Lower Hand. 

Golfers hold that the use of the lower 
hand destroys the orbit of and cadence 
of the swing, contracts it, spoils effect 
and destroys direction. To be sure, base- 
ball players cannot take the full round 
swing golfers do, especially when cut- 
ting the ball to the ‘‘off"’ field, that is, 
to the right field when they are right 
handers and to the left field when left 
handers. Into similar strokes golfers 
put both hands, always holding them as 
close together as possible. 

The cut is essentially a wrist stroke. 
Cricketers do not call a ball hit to the 
“oft” side a ‘‘cut”’ 
entirely with the wrists, Balls hit with 
a full, stand-over swing may go to the 
off, but cricketers always call them 
drives, as distinguished from cuts which 
are made with a sharp wrist stroke. 

So particular are golfers about cen- 
tralizing their grip that many of them, 
especially those who possess large 
hands, oterlap and interlock their 
fingers. and practically secure a one- 
hand grip with two hands, Harry Var- 
don, one of the greatest of golfers, a 
wonder of distance hitting and accu- 
racy and machine-like precision, lets his 
right hand slip up over his left until he 
uses only the thumb and first two 
fingers of it. J. H. Taylor, another great 
golfer, interlocks the little finger of the 
right hand with the first finger of the 
left. All this secures a unity of grip 
which golfers deem tmost desirable to 
long and accurate hitting. 

Kennedy's Queer Idea. 

Ted Kennedy, who has given much in- 
telligent thought to the theory and prac- 
tice of baseball, holds that the hands 
should be held well apart on a baseball 
bat and the ball bumped with a short 
chug instead of being swung at. To bs 
sure, the great speed of a pitched ball 
and the puzzling k'nks, breaks, curves 
and drops of the pitcher make it an en- 
tirely different hitting proposition from 
the baseball to the sitting golf ball. 
But the Kennedy grip is oppored to the 
true theory of hitting, which is that 
the hands when held apart, fight or op- 
pose one another and prevent the bat- 
ter from secur:ng coherent power. 

Kennedy's idea makes the right, or 
lower hand, do all the work. The left 
hand is a cipher in action. It merely 
controls the bat and it is impossible to 
Imagine a man making a home run ho‘d- 
ing the bat as Kennedy would have him. 

Lajoie's method of hitting fs largely 
that of the gclfer. He hol’s the bat very 
Hghily with the right hand and makes 
the left forearm, shoulcer and wrist do 
most of the work. His success 1: the 
sufficient recommendation of this style.

both hands, using the right a great deal. 
His success is largely attributable to his 
prodigious strength. rather than to ele- 
gance, grace and merit of swing. 

| While a man of great wrist power 
might hit afar in holding the bat in 
the Kennedy manner, the Player of weak 
wrists would probably have them 
broken {in the effort. To illustrate this, 
grasp the bat after the Kennedy man- 
ner, hands far apart, take a full swing 
and catch a fast, and heavy, ball on 
its end. You will find that the ,hands op- 
pose one another; that there will be a 
grevious concussion in the wrist joints 
and poor effect upon the ball. 

Of all hitters, Harry Davis follows the 
golfer's theory closest. He takes a full 
swing and applies his wrists with a snap 
at the exact moment the ball leaves the 
bat. This is the very essence of correct 
and forceful hitting from a golfer's 
standpoint. The number and frequency 
of Davis's long hits attests its merit 
in baseball. 

There is another poirtt in hitting on 
which golfers lay great stress and of 
which baseball players know nothing. 
It is the “follow through.” 

The Follow Through. 

“Follow through’ means that the bat 
must pursue its natural orbit after the 
ball has been hit. In other words fol- 
low through means that you shall make 
a& swing “beginning and ending at a cer- 
tain point and that the contact with the 
ball must be only an incident not the 
finish, of the swing. The point of the 
follow through is this: If the ball is 
timed and met correctly scientists hold 
that it will not immediately bound off 
the face of the bat, but if the swing is 
continued in proper cadence, will re- 
main on the bat while that implement 
travels a certain distance and that the 
follow through adds force and direction 
to the sewing, in other words, sort of 
“slings’’ the ballias well as hits it. 

The proof of the effect follow through 
is found in that delightful feeling of a 
bending bat which comes only with the 
sweetest and most powerful of strokes. 
No matter how it may look, take it for 
certain that when you feel the bat bend 
and spring in your hands that during all 
the time it is bending and springing the 
ball is adhering to the club, not re- 
bounding from it. 

Another proof of the follow through 
lies in batted balls which curve. The 
curve is due to the fact that, in hitting, 
you pull er push the bat across the 
face of the ball, which for a moment 
lies on the bat and thus imparts a twist 
or ‘‘English”’ to the sphere which makes 
it curve. When a ball rebounds off the 
bat without clinging to it for an in- 
stant there cannot be any curve, though 
many spectators think that it is the 
twist imparted by the pitcher, not that 
given by the bat, that causes a batted 
ball to curve, 

Even the veriest of baseball neophytes 
know the pleasure which the bending 
and springing . bat brings with it 
and the splendid results which fol- 
low it. 

It is the same feeling which makes the 
hitting of a golf ball one of the most 
delightful of sensations and which re- 
sults in so many original scoffers finally 
becoming abject worshipers of the Scotch 
game: To be sure the golf club is much 
the more delicate, finer and more pliant 
implement, hence capable of reflecting 
the perfection of contact to a degree far 
exceeding that possible in the hunk of 
wood we call a baseball bat, and, to be 
sure, the golf ball is stationary when 
hit. But, undoubtedly, the same qual- 
ity of follow through governs both and 
makes them intoxicating in their effect 
upon the nerves and sinews of the for- 
tunate hitter. 

In effect I hold that while hitting a 
burning baseball and smiting a cold golf 
ball are very different things, the dy- 
namics of the one apply with great force 
to the other, and that the shoulder, 
forearm and wrist of the upper hand 
should do most of the long hitting and 
swinging in baseball while the wrists 
and both hands should be reserved for 
the cut or bump stroke. 

While very few men—Delehanty was 
the last of them-—can take a full ear to 
ear siving at a pitched ball, any one 
can take a short swing and follow 
through. And it is a most important 
point of hitting even in the bump and 
cut strokes.

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NEW YORK, July -14.—How many 
Americans know that the New York 
police force counts more champion ath- 
letes, past and present, among its num- 
bers than any similar sized body of men 
in the world? 

Three would-be toughs who answer to 
the names of Thomas and Patrick Ma- 
hon and Hugh Collingwood know it all 
right. They saw a fine-looking young 
fellow strolling up Third avenue the 
other evening, with a young lady on his 
arm. .He was in evening dress and he 
wore a top hat. 

Promptly they called him Harold and 
offered to slap him severely on the 
wrist, just because he wore dress 
clothes. They did not know until some- 
what later that they were trying their 
game on Policeman Thomas McGuire, 
off duty. They Knew it after all three 
had been well trounced and taken to the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Police Sta- 
tion, under arrest. They just happened 
to try a police athlete by mistake. 

Several Greeks likewise know, even if 
we New Yorkers don't, that the New 
York Police Department has a champion 
athlete or two. It was Patrolman 
Martin J. Sheridan, just a plain. blue- 
coat, up among the goats along a long 
beat in the Bronx, who carried off two 
firsts in the Clympian games at Athens 
and took three seconds to boot—19 points 
out of the Americans’ 75 points. This, 
of course, cinched the American victory 


and contributed largely to the team’s 
total of 75 soints. 

There is his brother, for instance, of 
the Boller Squad, whom you can find 
any day at Police Headquarters working 
as hard as the best of them. He holds 
all kinds of records for the champion- 
ships as well as an unblemished record 
as a policeman. 

“Dick’’ Sheridan is even bigger than 
his famous brother, and holds pretty 
much the same kind of records with the 
discus and the weights.

MONEY FOR HARVEST 


A Feature of the Market Which 
Promises to Be Quite 
a Problem,

NEW YORK, July 14.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
ket, says today: 

Wall Street—Prices advanced sharply 
in today’s stock market on thé strong 
bank showing. The heavy gain in sur- 
plus, amounting to $6,365,725, represented 
the usual “after effects’ of the July ist 
settlement financing. A year ago this 
increase amounted to $11,565,425, so that 
today’s heavy increase was natural 
enough, in view of the $9,000,000 cash 
loss last week, when the known move- 
ments of money indicated $1,000,000 gain. 
The other sensational change in the 
statement was the $14,344,700 loan reduc- 
tion, which compared with a §9,150,400 
contraction in this week last,;year. The 
stock market closed slightly below the 
best figures of the day, the feature be- 
ing the brisk demand at advancing 
prices for United States 2s of the 1930 
issue. The market closed rather inac- 
tive. Foreign markets were stagnant. 

Secretary Shaw’s decision to redeposit 
in the banks most of the Panama bond 
subscriptions will probably protect the 
money market from 
which a $30,000,000 operation often en- 
tails. Although the treasury has not 
announced a definite policy of dealing 
with the subscriptions, it seems proba- 
ble that the bidding banks will be al- 
lowed to retain a large sirare of the 
purchase price, paying for the bonds in 
convenient installments. In this way 
the banks will get back in a month or 
so most of the $10,000,000 deposits sur- 
rendered this week and next, in accord- 
ance with the program announced at 
the time that the special deposits of last 
March were made. The banks have 
searcely four weeks now to pre- 
pare for the drain which is likely to 
impose fully as great a burden as that 
of a year ago, when our clearing house 
institutions lost nearly $3,000,000 by di- 
rect currency shipments to the West 
during the two months’ outflow. 

Movement of Harvest Money. 


Because of the small cash surplus 
now held, the problem of financing 
the periodical demand this year is 
somewhat complicated. The §$7,000,- 
000 surplus of August, 1902, when the 
banks lost only $13,500,000 net by di- 
rect currency shipments to the in- 
terior, was the smallest reported at 
the beginning of the crop-moving pe- 
riod in any year since 1895. In only 
two years during the last decade have 
excess reserves fallen below the $10,- 
000,000 level at the harvesting season. 
If, therefore, the banks are to meet 
this year’s drain with an average 
surplus they will have to more than 
double the fund within the next four 
weeks. 

Grain—There was a sluggish and 
sagging trend in all domestic wheat 
markets early in the week, but all 
things considered the net loss was un- 
impartant. There was enough news 
of a depressing character to havé 
warranted a far greater decline. In 
reaching this conelusion it is clearly 
evident that the speculative element 
is ignoring, or overlooking the fact 
that virtually all influential factors 
bearing upon the market recently 
were largely, if not entirely, discount- 
ed. While this was going on prices in 
European markets did not decline to 
any marked extent, and therefore the 
conspicuous price difference between 
home and foreign markets has grad- 
ually disappeared. Finally, after many 
weeks, we are down to an interna- 
tional parity. Unquestionably this is 
one important change in the _ situa- 
tion that the speculator will need to 
keep in mind. 

Undoubtedly the position is a de- 
cidedly healthier one when we are on 
an @xport basis, Instead of being 5 
cerits a bushel above it as was the 
case in June. 

As usual, the official monthly crop 
report had small influence: It showed 
few noteworthy changes and was in

Foreign ad- 
vices also suggest a shortage in the 
French crap, indicating importations 
during the winter. 

With the certainty of a shortage in 
oats this year and also in hay, and the 
evidence which has developed the past 
12 months of the tremendous consump- 
tion in this country, {tt looks as if the 
present high range of values is justifi- 
able over the entire crop year. 

The estimated shipments of wheat for 
Monday are for about 6,800,000 bu, of 
which quantity Europe should take 
about 6,000,000 bu. The actual shipments 
last week were 9,990,000 bu and a vear 
ago 9,442,000 bu.

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UNDER PRESSURE 


Present Downward Movement Is 
Almost Identical With 
That of 1908, 
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Future Was Discounted at That 
Time—Is It Being Dis- 
counted Now? 


BY R. 0. JOHNSON. 

In the face of apparently bullish in- 
fluences stock values on Wall street de- 
veloped reactionary tendencies during 
the past week and prices reached the 
lowest level since the liquidating move- 
ment following the San Francisco earth- 
quake was precipitated. 

All news apparently was good news, 


but Wall street is in such a state of 
mind at present that it does not re- 
spond to any favorable developments, 
and it seems impossible to dissipate the 
extreme pessimism prevalent in financial 
circles by the announcemeent of any 
factors of a bullish import. 

All good news falls flat as has been 
shown gn the past 9 days. Increased 
dividends, the fanciest kinds of rail- 
road statements and flattering reports 
from all industries pass without an up- 
ward. ripple in securities, and it seems 
impossible to grasp or understand why 
the present excellent surface conditions 
are being allowed to pass without a 
bull demonstration by the big finan- 
cial people. 

Obviously there must be underlying 
reasons for this lethargy on the part 
of these big speculative interests, and 
for the constant lowering of prices in 
the face of apparently record-breaking 
prosperity throughout the country, and 
these reasons must be based on what 
the future holds and not the present, 
else where can the fundamentals for the 
present selling movement be found. 

Wall street has a well-known way of 
discounting the future many months in 
advance and the question now is 
whether the discounting process is not 
actually on. 

The action of the market at the pres- 
ent time is almost identical with that 
preceding the business reaction that 
passed over the country three years 
ago, following the long decline in se- 
curlties after the 1901 boom. 

At that time all business was on a 
record plame, the United States Steel 
Corporation showed the largest earn- 
ings in the history of the corporation, 
railroad returns were excellent and crop 
yleld bountiful. 


The Decline in 1903. 


Wall street securities continued to de- 
cline steadily, however, while business 
was at fever heat, and the same qués- 
tion was being asked then that is be- 
ing asked now in all financial and mar- 
ket circles: “What's the matter with 
the stock market?’ 

At the time when the stock market 
was practically at the bottom the ques- 
tion received its answer, for it was then 
the reaction in business became appar- 
ent throughout the country. 

Wall street had been discounting the 
reaction in the country for m@nths in 
advance, and the indications are that 
Wall street is doing the same thing 
now. in the face of almost the identical 
same prosperous conditions that pre- 
vailed at that time. 

The decline of 1902 was brought on 
by over-capitalization and over-exten- 
sion Now we have history repeating 
itself. In the past eight months over 
$850,000,000 in new securities have ‘been 
placed on the market, and the end Is 
not yet in sight. 

In 1902 the new issue totaled approx- 
imately $700,000,000. 

At that time the first signs of over- 
capitalization showed themselves in a 
congested and stagnant bond market. 
Now we have the same conditions be- 
fore us, underwriting syndicates loaded 
down with new bond issues, and abso- 
lutely fo market to sell them on. 

‘At that time the market had passed 
through a period of excessive pool buy- 
ing and manipulation which was 
checked by the panic of May 9, 1901. 
Now we have had the same market 
movement extending over two years and 
the check came through the _ “Frisco 
oqsthquate. 

Undigested securities played an im- 
portant part in the 198 decline. There 
are reams of undigested securities in 
hands of market syndicates now. 

To add further to the uncertainties of 
the present market position there are 
other extremely adverse factors in the 
situation that did not figure in the de- 
cline of 1903. 


The Foreign Situation. 


The Russian situation, for instance, 
is fraught with grave danger to all se- 
curities markets, and an actual revolu- 
tion could not pass without being re- 
flected by liquidation in all the markets 
of the world. 

Revolution means the destruction of 
millions of dollars of property represent- 
ed by securities, violent selling of Rus- 
sian securities, panic and failure on the 
Russian bourses and a probable panic 
in Paris and Berlin, where Russians 
are marketed. France and Germany 
alone, hold between them nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 in Russian securities and a panic 
among the holders would be inevitable. 

This would force Paris and Berlin to 
sell in London and America other secur- 
ities to protect themselves and in this 
way the selling would find its reflection 
in our own markets. 


The political and socialistic agitations 
now rampant everywhere throughout 
the country are also combining to shake 
confidence in all securities, for there is 
as yet no way of telling how far the 
movement will run, and what effect it 
will have on the giant monopolies whose 
securities represent millions in water 
amd which are made valuable, by right 
of might, in competition of trade, the 
very evil in the situation whith the 
present wave of reform aims to élim- 
inate or regulate. 


That the movement will extend to a 
point where it will be detrimental te the 
holders of industrial securities there is 
not the slightest question of a doubt. 
And the writer holds that much of the 
recent selling and decline has been 
brought about through inside knowledge 
of the future effects on corporation se- 
curities of the present reform wave. 

Furthermore, the market is facing the 
coming fall congressional elections 
which will be the most important of 
any until the presidential campaign 
with the possible exception of a mo- 
cratic House. It is not unlikely that 
the tariff question will secure attention 
— this is not conducive of bull mar- 

ets. 


Another factor tn the situation Indica- 
tive of a coming reaction in general 
business is the overextension in the 
real-estate market. The entire country 
has been enjoying a boom in realty vai- 
ues now for nearly four years, and ow- 
ing to this activity enormous orders for

Withdrawal From Parliament 
Local Body Scheme, Ignores 
Britain’s Power, 





BY RICHARD D. WALSH, 

Every reader or history, as well as 
every lrishman, knows that the great 
curse of Irish political life has . been 
and is disunion among the people. Other 
nations have had occasional domestic 
dissensions, which were generally 
smoothed over by the genial influence 
of time, but from the day of the historic 
battle of Clontarf, when the power of 
the Danes in Ireland was forever 
Smashed, down to the present, there 
have been cliques and clans and fac- 
tions, all ostensibly aiming at the lib- 
eration of the country from foreign con- 
trol, but at the same time fighting 
each other with an unrivaled intensity 
and bitterness. 

These preliminary remarks are called 
forth because of a new Irish movement 
which has recently been started, with 
the object of ‘‘working Ireland's salva- 
tion on the soil of Ireland.’’ It goes 
under the alluring name of “Sinn Fein,’ 
which, literally translated, means ‘‘we 
ourselves.’’ One of the prominent advo- 
cates and spokesmen of this ‘‘Sinn Fein’’ 
organization is Seumas MacManus, the 
distinguished story writer, who is well 
known on both sides of the Atlantic. 

In support of the new movement Mr. 
MacManus quite recently delivered a 
speech in Glasgow, Scotland, and if Ire- 
land’s salvation is to be worked “‘on the 
soil of Ireland,’’ his oratorical effort was 
unquestionably inconsistent with his 
declaration of principles, because Glas- 
gow is not on the soil of Ireland. 

According to Mr. MacManus, a part of 
the policy of the “Sinn Fein’’ orgdntza- 
tion is the ‘‘withdrawal of Irish repre- 
sentatives from the English House of 
Commons.”’ This is another apparent in- 
consistency in the ‘‘Sinn Fein’’ program, 
because there seems to be no difference 
between working for Ireland in London 
and in Glasgow. 


In his Glasgow speech Mr. MacManus 
declares that ‘‘the Sinn Fein policy 
would supplant the United Irish League 
and the Irish Parliamentarian policy, 
not that there is much difference in 
those two, for they are very much one.’”’ 
Mr. MacManus might as well have 
said that the aim of Sinn Feinites was 
the supplementing of the whole Irish 
race, because the United Irish League 
and the Irish Parliamentary party prac- 
tically represent the Irish race. John 
E. Redmond, the chairman of the Irish 
party, is also president of the United 
Irish League, which is numerically 
much the strongest political organiza- 
tion in Ireland. 


No Remedy Offered. 


What are the organizations that Mr. 
MacManus and his friends desire to sup- 
plant? 

The trish Parliamentary party are the 
chosen representatives of the lrish peo- 
ple elected to serve Ireland in the legis- 
lature of Great Britain. The United 
Irish League is the people's organiza- 
tion, in which every Irish Nationalist 
can join and work. The cardinal prin- 
ciple of both these organizations is na- 
tional self-government for Ireland, 
which means, if it means anything, 
‘Sinn Fein,.’’ or Ireland for the Trish. 

Nobody will dispute Mr. MacManus’ 
assertion that the terrible curse of Ire- 
land is dissension. The deplorable fact 
must be admitted by all reasonable men. 
Yet. what is his remedy for this con- 
dition? To disrupt the national organ- 
ization and to nullify the work of the 
Irish party by making them withdraw 
from the British legislature. Instead 
of this being a necessary reform in 
Irish political affairs, it is plainly and 
clearly to divide the popular forces into 
eontending camps, and thus weaken 
their power for any ameliorative work. 

At a national convention of the Irish 
people in Dublin last winter, the Irish 
party was authorized to present the 
claims of Ireland for political autonomy 
before the House of Commons, and it 
would therefore seém until a similar 
gathering abrogates this _ instruction, 
that no other man or set of men is em- 
powered to act in the premises. Mr. 
MacManus, however, may be a heaven- 
inspired leader, another Moses to lead 
the down-trodden children of Ireland in- 
to. the promised land of liberty. Who 
knows? 

One would imagine from a perusal of 
Mr. MacManus Glasgow speech that 
the United Irish League’ was the enemy 
of the Irish people. Every intelligent 
and dispassionate observer of events in 
the Green Isle in the last 2 years, must 
admit that the existence of the district 
and county councils, the land act of 
1908, and the laborers and town ten- 
ants acts of 1906, are directly the result 
of the combined labors of the United 
‘Irish League and the Irish party 

Let us see what the policy is that mr. 
MacManus would substitute for that of 
the Irish party. 

Simply Ignores Great Britain. 


He says “the Sinn policy would with- 
draw Irish representatives from West- 
minster to begin with.’ 

“It was then proposed to elect 300 rep- 
resentatives who would sit in Dublin, 
wim would devise means for enthusing 
and waking up Ireland and educating 
the people nationally and industrially.” 
They would thus, according to Mr. Mac. 
Manus, keep all their energies at home, 
and ‘“‘find there the most tangible means 
for forwarding the country’s cause.”’ 

It is difficult to understand how a 
man of Mr. MacManus ability eould 
give expression to such ridiculous senti- 
ments as these, 

If the constituencies of Ireland were 
permitted to be represented by the oid 
type of Castle hack and landlord evic- 
tor that were in power. years ago. it 
js easy to'surmise what the condition 
of Ireland would be. What could Mac- 
Manus 320 representatives do for Ire- 
land while the laws by which the coun- 
try was governed were made by the

PARIS, July 14.—The orgies and un- 
cleanly Oriental habits - of Sisowath, 
King of Cambodia, and his staff, have 
Shocked even frivolous Paris. 

After the King and his suite arrived 
no European was allowed to enter 
the apartments reserveu for their use 
until they went to Nancy for the grand 
review, when it was found that the rich 
furniture which was originally placed in 
the apartment for the use of the Czar of 
Russia during his visit had been ut- 
terly ruined. 

The King and his followers had eaten 
raw tomatoes, onions, cucumbers and 
all Sorts of vegetables and fruits in the 
rooms and had thrown the skins, seeds 
and leavings of their meals .on the floor, 
which had not peen swept for weeks. 
Lobster shells were scattered about and 
thrown under beds and chairs. 

The Cambodian taste demands that 
fish shall be decidedly gamey, and 
whenever the King or any of his Suite 
had all he wanted to eat of a fish, it 
was their custom to idly toss it into a 
corner of the room in which they had 
eaten it, where it remained. 

Choice Sevres porcelain was stacked 
in piles, unwashed, in a corner of the 
dining room, and it is estimated that the 
damage from breakage alone. will 
amount to thousands of dollars. 


No Use for China or Silver. 


The Cambodians prefer to eat with 
their fingers off the tops of tables and 
other furniture to using the china or sil- 
ver. 

Some of the costly carpets were ruined 
by the King and his suite throwing un- 
used food on them. Others were ren- 
dered unfit for further use by the Cam- 
bodians chewing betel nuts and spitting 
upon them. 

These people were no respecters of any- 
thing, and treated the furniture used 
by Napoleon as carelessly as they did 
everything else.

Opium played @ large part in the prac- 
tically continuous orgies which . took 
place in the royal apartments. With 
the royal staff of attendants was a 
bevy of sacred dancers, and all lived to- 
gether. 

One night recently the King, through 
a low caste Parisian impresario, called 
in an improvised ballet. Although the 
ballet consisted of low-grade peéerform- 
ers, they all left the royal apartments 
within five minutes after entering, sick- 
ened at the sights. 

While the King and his’ suite use 
opium, they have taken a eat likin 
to cigars, and the King’s bill for thes 
alone in one night amounted to $50. 

When a 4-year-old Panne struts 
about the corridors adjacent to te 
royal apartments with a big, thick cigar 
between her teeth. 


Threat to Cut Pension. 


The unorderly life of the King caused 
him to ignore his official engagements. 
He can never be counted upon event at 
state functions. The morning he was 
to leave for Nancy to attend the grand 
review in his honor, he refused to get 
out of.bed. He said he was not going 
to the review and would not budge. 

The Colonial Minister was obliged to 
send word by a trooper that if he did 
not get ready to start within a few min- 
utes he would be sent back to Cam- 
bodia. bag and baggage, and would not 
be allowed or permitted to wear in his 
own country the new sous-prefect’s uni- 
form, for which the King had only ob- 
tained permission that day. 

The King was also told that in addi- 
tion of all these things his pension from 
the French Government would be ma- 
terially cut down. 

The King’s visit has cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000, and already there is 
a decided feeling among serious minded 
people against loading up the Indo-Chi- 
nese buget, already crushing the poor 
natives, merely to gratify Sisowzth and 
amuse Parisians with a reminder of the 
Arabian Nights.

HE farmers of Missouri are now reaping the 
benefit of their stand against the Binder 
Twine Trust two years ago. They sent men 
to the Legislature who were pledged to vote for a 





.law which would put the State in the business of 


manufacturing twine for thelr own use and enable 
them to put their own price on the millions of 
pounds of twine used every year. 

Labor made no objection to the bill when it was 
before the Legislature, because the manufacture of 
twine by the State would not interfere with the 
unions; but would relieve the farmers of paying 
what they felt was a price double the value otf 
binding twine. Besides, labor agreed with the 
farmer that the burden of providing for the 2000 
convicts would be lessened by putting them to work. 
Other persons moved in’ favor of the bill which 
would place the State in the manufacturing business 
through a desire to uplift the men in the prison 
by giving them useful occupation and a chance to 
forget their stripes. 

State Supplies One-Third. 

So, without much objection, the bill became a law, 
and this year the farmers of Missouri are able to 
purchase one-third of dhe binding twine they need 
from the State. The price js fixed at a little above 
cost of production, no effort being made to store 
away a profit above the amount necessary to pay 
for wear and tear on-machinery and to prepare for 
the manufacture of still more twine next year. 

It is estimated that the farmers of Missouri use 
about three million pounds of binding twine each 
year in the care of their wheaf crop. ‘This year the 
Stete factory produced about a million pounds of 
first-class binding twine. ° 

This production is double that of a year ago, when 
the state furnished the first lot of - prison-made 
twine to the farmers. In exact figures, the manu- 
factured product the first year of the operation of 
the farmers’ law was 512,000 pounds, every pound 
of which output was sold to the farmers and dea)- 
ers in twine for wheat binding in“the State. 

At this rate of production and yearly increase of 
finished product, Missouri ought to be able, in two 
years, to supply evety farmer in ‘the State with 
binding twine for his wheat crop at a price which 
will enable him to count for himkelf the profits 
which heretofore have gone ta the combine. 

‘ At the State factory it is said that every pound 
manufactured this year will be sold to the farm- 
ers. The selling price this season is at 83-4 cents 


per pound, free on board cars at Jefferson City, 
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where the twine 1s manutactured at the Peniten- 
tiary by prison help. 

In every case the sales are made for cash. The 
farmers do not credit themselves. This is business 
on an independent, also a cash, basis. 

Shipments of binder twine for the 1906 harvest of 
wheat from the Missouri State Penitentiary were 
begun several weeks ago. ‘Ihe first orders of the 
season came from the extreme southwestern parts 
of the State, in those counties where the wheat har- 
vest is from two to three weeks earlier than the 
harvest in other parts of the State. Those wheat 
producing counties nearer the Arkansas line matu 
their crops first. 

The first of the season showed 1,000,000 pounds ot 
binding twine for: wheat produced in Missouri on 
hand at the State factory, which is in charge of. 
Warden Hall. During th€ past manufacturing year 
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40 convicts were employed in the State binding twine 
factory. Warden Hall states that this force will 
be inereased very largely next year, which will be 
necessary if the Warden’s prediction of an output 
‘double that of this year for next season is to prove 


_ correct. 


The month of June probably will see every one 
ef the million pounds of twine manufactured the 
past year sold and delivered to the agriculturists at 
a price but little over the cost of production. 

The Missouri factory is a success. The Kansas 
State factory for the manufacture of binding twine 
for the use of the farmers of that State is also a 
success. Kansas was the first in this manufacture; 
then Missouri, But Missouri has doubled her out- 
put_and will soon be able to supply all ner farmers. 

These two states, on the north border of the ter- 
ritory. known as the great Southwest, by this move- 
Jnent on the part of the farmers, show themselves 
able to provide trust remedies which cure -without 
killing. They took the prisou problem of unem- 
ployed men and the high-priced binder twine prob- 
lem, joined them, decided to solve the joint propo- 
sition by going into business for themselves, and 
to date have greatly relieved the pressure of prices 
and other harassments which they had suffered for 


years. |

“The Crucifixion,” which, after costing over 
$30,000; with an expense of $1200 for merely taking 
it down, was put, up and sold at public auction in St. 
Louis for the paltry sum of $331. This splendid picture, 
containing hundreds of figures painted with the 
greatest skill and a portrayal of the crucifixion 
showing masterly composition, represented’ the work 
of years by great German ‘painters who had’ gone 
to Jerusalem in ‘preparation for. the work. 

In every jiart of its 300, feet in length and:40 feet 
in height, this picture’ breathed:‘the most devout and 
reverent spirit. It was intended as'a Christianizing 
influence.‘ It' taught‘a great. moraf lesson, It had 
an elevating pitrpose behind: it, “Tt was a picture 
that none could behold without’ benefit and which, in 
jtself, was’ a great civilizing’ influence. Yet this 
‘magnificent ‘canvas, after a ‘career at’ the World’s 
Fair which was'lamentable and disheartening, wound 
up in a wooden box in an'obseure St. Louis auction 
room, where men spit upon it and jeered about it, 
where it came near being sold for the paltry sum of 
$25. - ‘ ee 

It is true that “The Ctucifixion”, 
That fact. seemed to lodge in. the minds. of AS “a 
people at the auction, who regarded it as merely — 
queer relic. of The Pike. But the fact that. the pic: ied gtttine ha Begs 
ture was a cyclorama, exhibited with a chaw ge for 
admission, in no manner detracts from the nobility 
of the work. The picture never was exhibited on 
The Pike, and during the whole of its career at the 
World’s Fair it was surrounded by historieal. and 
artistic productions of a religious nature, 

To put up and sell at public auction among the- 
atrical properties and relics of commercial ventures 
a work of art of this kind was in itself a profana- 
tion which shocked many religious people when 
they read of the occurrence. The size of the canvas. 
while rendering it. unfit for almost any other pur- 
pose except that of exhibition in a cyclorama build- 
ing. in no way detracts from its innate dignity. The 
greatest pictures in the world might have been cyclo. 
ramas. The “Last Supper,” by Leonardo da Vinci, 
“is practically a cyclorama, and the same is true of 
“The Horse Fair,” by Rosa Bonheur.

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Worship of Water Gods 
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by Desert Indians Being 


Better Understood—Offerings That Have Now Been 
Found Lead to Revelations of Aboriginal Religious 
Beliefs and Observances—Where “Sacred Springs” 


Are Located.

It is now confi- 
dently asserted, by men who have studied the situ- 
ation that many massacres and small wars threugh- 
out the Southwest were occasioned by the uninten- 
tional desecration of the Indian belief in the sacred 
qualities of springs and wells. 

Some of the most desperate battles of border war- 
fare have taken place between bodies of Indians 
anfi isolated parties of pioneers pushing into the 
desert. A large number of the most sanguinary bat- 
tes have been for ‘possession of a Spring or well.

Civilized folk have taken.it as a matter of course 
that Indians and white people should fight for the 
possession of the nearest water supply in a country 
where “water holes” are often a day’s travel apart. 
‘fo the civilized mind these encounters have been 
only a struggle for strategical advantages, just as 
armies fight for the possession of the crown of a 
hill, a stretch of woods, or any other strong natural 
position.

Maj. Schwartz declared that a great majority of 
the encounters between white men and Indians in 
the Southwest had been brought on by some similar 
disrespect to the Indian religion and Indian customs. 
This was not often knowingly done by the whites, 
he believed, but through ignorance and failure to 
credit the Indian with any finer feelings whieh 
should be respected. 

Maj. Schwartz was in charge of the army escort 
which guarded the builders of the Southern Paeifie, 
and for 13 years was connected with the army in the 
Indian service in Arizona, New Mexico and along 
the border. Confirming his beliefs is the diseovery 
and interpretation of offerings made by Indians to 
various wells and springs. These are usually in the 
form of pottery, but frequently, it is now known, 
feathered sticks, constructed after much medicine 
making and placed with due ceremony in and 
around the water holes, constituted the medium of 
the “offering” # the gods of the Sacred Spring?

souri Legislature Now 
a Peddler---Wealthy 
and Prominent in Jt. 
Louis, He Disap- 
peared and @as 
Thought to 
Be Dead. 


ROM being a prominent member of the Mis- 
 souri Legislature and one of the most suc- 
cessful contractors in St. Louis during the 
war times to peddling horseradish for a living is a 
far jump. In taking it John L. Zanghorn has suf- 
fered many bruises, but through all his trying and 
even mortifying experiences he retains pleasant rec- 
ollections of the halcyon days of boyhood when he 
and Rolla Wells, now Mayor of St. Louis, played to- 
gether. 

Only within the past few weeks has Mr. Zanghorn 
come to be reconciled to St. Louis and to consent to 
the sending of word back to his old home that he is 
alive and well, even if not prosperous. For 30 years 
he has been supposed to be dead, having been report- 
ed one of the victims of a hotel fire in Kansas City; 
and begause St. Louis did not treat him well when 
most he meeded friends, Zanghorn has let his former 
friends think ‘of him as dead. 

This is the first wore they will have received to the 
contrary. 

The ‘story,,of Mr. Zanghorn reads like a romance, 
though his trade, peddling horseradish through the 
streets: of ‘Omahs, is now far from being picturesque 
or romantic. “But in his day Mr. Zanghorn wae a 
man Hp, be reckoned with, a captain of industry. - 

He is a native Philadelphian, but removed to St. 
Louis when a youth and-started into the livery busi- 
mess aga stable hand. By good fortune he succeed- 
ed in faving money and by the time the Civil War 
broke,out was proprietor of the largest mule market 
{n St. Lovis—then, as now, the mule center of the na- 
tion. It is ‘his pride and boast that during the Civil 
War he éold-more mules to the two warring armies 
than any oné other man; thousands of mules passed 
from his‘ corrals to the afmy of the North and the 
army of the South; the transactions sometimes in- 
volving hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

In selling the stock to one Government Zanghorn 
was forced at times to drive the contraband stock 
through territory of the opposing side, the result be- 
ing any number of encounters and escapes. Missouri 
was the battleground, the bone for which the two 
Warring dogs of war contended. Zanghorn thrived 
on the warfare, but lost many a mule and many a 


_ time well-nigh lost his life. 


When the war ended Zanghorn had gathered to- 
gether a considerable fortune;. the future looked 
bright.. His mule market .was still in operation and 
continued to be a source of revenue, although with 
the. coming of peace the demand for ‘stock fell off. 
Zanghorn foresaw the advantages of buying feed for 
the mules in large quantities and added a grain busi- 
pess to his mule market. At one time he had prac- 
tically cornered the feed ‘business and was compel- 
ling, #!l. rival dealers to come to,his terms. ~ 

naa smiled on Zanghorn,on every side in those 
days in the late sixties. Zanghorn made the mis-

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islature, from a St. Louis district, and was elected 
over his Republican opponent. 

Among Zanghorn’s constitutents in that first State 
campaign was Erastus Wells, father of Mayor Rolla 
Wells. Zanghorn likes to tell, now that he has at 
last consented to making public his Story, how he 
was invited occasionally to dine at the Wells home 
and how Rolla, then but a little lad, would sit upon 
his knee and play with his watch charm. 

At the end of his first term in the Legislature, 
Zanghorn prepared to announce his candidacy for a 
second, but his wife had had enough of politics by 
this time and begged him to-return to the mule and 
grain business, which had been neglected while the 
legislator was absent at Jefferson City. Zanghorn 
was uncertain; he hankered for more political hon- 
ors and yet he knew that his wife was right, the 
business was being sadly neglected. Finally he yield- 
ed and retired from politics. 

But once hitten, never cured, and Zanghorn played 
with polities; often unknown to his wife. Many a 
precinct and ward caucus and conference was held 
in his office, at which the policy of the city govern- 
ment was shaped and many a momentous matter. 
which even now bobs up in’ St. Louis administra- 
tions, settled while the mules munched. 

Prosperity smiled on him for a year or more and 
then, of a sudden, turned her back. Zanghorn proved 
to be in the way of another aspiring ward power; 
he was thrown aside without a moment’s hesitation: 
the word went out that no more contracts were to 
be given him, ho more feed purchased of him. no 
more conferences held in his office. 

Zanghorn found himself, not with money in the 
bank and contracts bringing in thousands, but with 
& debt on his hand, contracts which he could not 
fill and penalties attached thereto which he must 
pay. : 

.Losing the favor of his chief he lost the friendship 
of his co-workers; fside of a month he was desert- 
ed by friends, financially ruined; a pitiable politica! 
wreck. Once on the down grade the descent is easy; 
in a few months Zanghorn had lost all that he had 
gathered in years of labor. Most of all he mourned 
his friends. Many a one, busy with his own affairs 
thought of him and ‘pitied him, but there was litt! 
time for friendly handclasp and the encouraging 
word. 

And so, utterly discouraged and soured on the 


world, Zanghorn packed his few belongings into a 


bundle and set out, on foot, for Kansas City. In 
that eity fortune was no kinder; Zanghorn did what 
odd jobs he could get for a few months. Then one 
night the hotel in which he was boarding took fire. 
He escaped unnoticed in the confusion, all that he 
had in the world on his back. 

The next’ morning Zanghorn saw among the list 
He de- 
‘cided never to correct the report: he was dead to the 
‘friends who had forsaken him; he would be lost to 
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hem forever. 
From that day to this he has kept silent. He has 


drifted all over the country, finally landing in Omaha 
and taking to peddling horseradish for a living: 
growing the roots in a little backyard and grinding 
them in a miserable shanty, walking miles each day 
and often earning but a few cents. 

He was grinding away at the horseradish when a 
representative of the Sunday Post-Dispatch found 
him. 

“Wéll let.’em know I’m still alive; Rolla Wells. 
anyway,” he consented, finally. “But I guess I've 
dropped out of their world completely long ago, even 
if’—and here the man’s face grew wistful with 
memory—“I did amount to something down there 
one time.” 
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
